I n response to a State Assembly bill which would 
outlaw the recognition of same-sex marriages 
performed outside California, the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors passed a resolution oppos¬ 
ing the measure. 

In a unanimous decision, the Board voted in favor 
of the resolution introduced by Supervisor Angela 
Alioto, opposing AB1982 introduced by Republican 
Assembly member Pete Knight and co-sponsored by 
29 other Republican members of the State Assembly. 

Alioto called Knight’s arguments absurd. “Mar¬ 
riage is not exclusively about procreation or tax 
breaks. If we believe Mr. Knight, all heterosexual 
couples without children would not qualify for legal 
marriage.” 

The Assembly bill is scheduled to go before the Ju¬ 
diciary Committee in the beginning of February, ac¬ 
cording to Andy Pugno, legislative aide to Knight. 
Pugno told the B.A.R. that the bill is expected to end up 
in court over constitutional issues, but added that he is 
confident that existing case law will bolster their case. 

Jennifer Pizer, an attorney with Lambda Educa¬ 
tion and Legal Defense Fund, told the B.A.R. that her 
group will take the case to court if the bill passes, and 
proving their case won’t be easy for fundies. “It cer¬ 
tainly is the kind of litigation that Lambda has been 
preparing for quite a long time,” Pizer said. “They 
may think they’re carving out this one aberrant thing, 
but it would affect other areas under the (U.S. Con¬ 
stitution’s) full faith and credit clause,” such as prop-

erty rights. 

Full faith and credit is a very complicated area of 
the law, according to Pizer. “That’s part of our job as 
a community, to do some of the education around it,” 
she said.

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SF Resolution Against 
Anti-Gay Marriage Bill 



‘Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell’ 
Appealed

T he Clinton administration 
was back in court January 
16 defending “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell” (DADT), the 
policy which bans gays and les¬ 
bians from serving openly in the 
military. Last March, after a three 
day trial of Able v. USA , a circuit 
court judge ruled the policy un¬ 
constitutional because it restricted 
the free speech and equal protec¬ 
tion of homosexuals. 

The government was challeng¬ 
ing that decision before a three 
member panel of the U.S. Second 


Circuit Court of Appeals which 
sits in Manhattan. The hearing had 
originally been scheduled for De¬ 
cember but was postponed when 
one of the judges withdrew over a 
possible conflict of interest. 

Deputy Solicitor General 
Edwin Kneedler, the second rank¬ 
ing litigator in the Department of 
Justice, argued that Article I 
grants broad latitude “within the 
constitutional framework” to pro¬ 
vide for the common defense. The 
court traditionally grants “great 
deference” both to Congress and 
to the military in implementing

Supes Fund 
Salvation Army

T he San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors voted by an 8- 
1 vote on January 16 to au¬ 
thorize the release of an 
estimated $65,000 in federal 
homeless shelter funds to the Sal¬ 
vation Army. 

The funds had been withheld at 
the request of Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano after an anti-gay letter 
by Salvation Army Captain 
Samuel Southard appeared in an 
issue of the Bay Area Reporter. 

Southard wrote the B.A.R. that 
the Army believed that homosexu¬ 
als were immature and psycholog¬ 
ically disturbed, and should be 
counseled to convert to heterosex¬ 
uality—or celibacy. 


Although Salvation Army 
Major Jerry Gaines later repudiat¬ 
ed Southard’s comments, saying 
they were unauthorized and that 
the Salvation Army does not dis¬ 
criminate against clients, Ammi¬ 
ano urged the Board to reject the 
funds. 

Supervisor Carole Migden said 
she believed the Army was sin¬ 
cerely and absolutely committed 
to non-discrimination. The Army 
agreed to monitoring of its con¬ 
tractual compliance, will publish a 
statement that lesbian and gay 
people have full rights as social 
equals to be given to all Army of¬ 
ficers, will undertake sensitivity 
training for Army staffers to be 
conducted by the Human Rights

Keeping Needles out of the Garbage 

Program Safely 
Disposes of Sharps

Castro area residents wanting 
hazardous waste containers for 
hypodermic needles and other 
sharp medical instruments such as 
lancets can pick them up at either 
Walgreen’s or the Castro Village 
Pharmacy on 18th Street, or at the 
Health Department’s District 
Health Center Number One on 
17th Street. 

The containers are part of a 
four year old program to reduce 
needle stick injuries and the possi¬ 
ble transmission of HIV and He¬ 
patitis B to garbage collectors, ac¬ 
cording to Meredith Wingate of 
the San Francisco Safe Needle 
Disposal Program. 

The successful program has re¬ 
duced the number of needles 
found in the garbage by seven 
times from the number found in 
1989, but recent surveys conduct¬ 
ed by Sunset Scavenger and Gold¬ 
en Gate Disposal Companies have 
found that an estimated 40 percent 
of garbage collectors find needles 
at least once a week in city 
garbage— and an alarming 64 
percent find needles at least once a 
month. 

“The program has been very 
effective in keeping needles out of 
the garbage. When residents real¬ 
ize they are putting their garbage 
collectors at risk, they want to do 
the right thing. Our program is 
safe, free and convenient,” 
Wingate said. 

Although Wingate declined to 
state the number of the local 
garbage collectors who have been 
injured in needle-stick incidents, 
she did say that no garbage collec¬ 
tor in the United States has ever 
contracted HIV through such an

injury. 

Home care disposal of needles 
is a more serious hazard than hos¬ 
pital disposal because hospitals 
are required by law not to dispose 
of such- solid waste, but are re¬ 
quired to incinerate the material. 

Under current contract regula¬ 
tions, Wingate told the Bay Area 
Reporter, garbage collectors are 
required to pick up all solid 
wastes, but when a garbage col¬ 
lector discovers a needle in the 
process of trash collection, they 
contact the residential customer 
and make them remove the haz¬ 
ardous material before collecting 
the waste. 

Staffers of the Safe Needle 
Disposal Program follow up with 
the customer and provide informa¬ 
tion about safe needle disposal. 

If the used needles are found in 
a curbside recycling box, the pro¬ 


gram recommends that customers 
wait until the morning of pick-up 
to put the bins on the street. 

“This is the only program of its 
kind in the country,” Wingate said. 
And, she said, the proactive effort 
is very popular in the Castro 
neighborhood. 

With 800 containers given free 
to customers by Walgreen’s, the 
pharmacy holds the record for the 
most number of containers distrib¬ 
uted. 

The Safe Needle Disposal Pro¬ 
gram is also launching education¬ 
al programs to physicians in spe¬ 
cialties where prescription of nee¬ 
dles to patients is common, in 
order to remind them to educate 
their patients to dispose of needles 
correctly. 

Diabetics and users of illegal 
injection drugs are primary 
sources of needles in garbage, ac¬ 
cording to epidemiology staffer 
Kevin McKinney of the Health 
Department’s AIDS Office. 

With an estimated 13,000 
recorded cases of HIV infection in 
San Francisco, 1,690 people are 
reported to have contracted the 
disease solely through the shared 
use of needles. 1,820 gay and bi¬ 
sexual men who have contracted 
the illness reported that the shared 
use of needles was a major risk 
factor in addition to unprotected 
sex. ▼

San Fran¬ 
cisco Medical Examiner Dr. Boyd Stevens said only that cardiac hypertrophy may be an indication of 
such drug use and is not uncommon in people with long histories of using cocaine or injection drugs. But 
Dr. Stevens said that he could not make the statement that it was a definitive indication about Watters’ 
drug history. 

In a clarification of the attribution, Dr. Stevens said that cardiac hypertrophy can also indicate periph¬ 
eral vascular and heart disease including hypertension. The Bay Area Reporter apologizes for the error of 
attribution and fact.

Progressive Voters 
Network Keeps 
Options Open in 
Assembly Race

San Francisco resident Phillip 
Babcock synthesized the purpose 
behind a meeting of the Progres¬ 
sive Voters’ Network (PVN), held 
at the Women’s Building on 
Wednesday, January 10: “Despite 
what it might look like, this is not 
the ‘I hate Carole club,”’ Babcock 
said, referring to Supervisor Car¬ 
ole Migden. He added, “If we 
wanted to make it an ‘I hate Car¬ 
ole club’ we’d need a much larger 
room.” 

While sounding a bit like tradi¬ 
tional post-election sour grapes, 
it’s Migden’s March 26 primary 
election to fill Willie Brown’s 
open 13th State Assembly seat 
that is keeping political tongues 
wagging. Accusations are still 
running high in the San Francisco 
gay and progressive communities 
that Migden got a sweetheart deal, 
garnering her place in the primary 
in exchange for her stalwart sup¬ 
port of Willie Brown’s successful 
mayoral bid. 

Moreover, Migden seems des¬ 
tined to run unopposed. “I’m just 
disappointed that any seat goes un¬ 
challenged,” commented Babcock. 

During the PVN meeting, 
nearly 50 people listened to one 
would-be candidate, Kevin 
Williams, whose petition to quali¬ 
fy for the ballot fell short by just 
six votes. He plans to appeal that 
decision. 

The meeting’s main organizer, 
Michael Weiss, told the B.A.R. 
that it was less an exercise in 


bashing Migden for backing 
Mayor Brown, and more of a fight 
against the micromanagement 
policies that keep qualified candi¬ 
dates like Williams from running. 
He added that he’s not even 
against the fact that a large politi¬ 
cal machine exists. “I’m not so op¬ 
posed to the organization of it,” he 
said. “I’m just opposed to the fact 
that people get blacklisted for not 
supporting their candidates, and 
then they’re not supported by any 
of the trickle down.” 

Weiss denied that PVN was a 
PAC, but characterized it as “a 
campaign waiting to happen.” He 
commented, “I think one of the 
things that makes our organization 
special is that we are all dedicated 
volunteers from a very successful 
campaign, and therefore, as a 
group, if we are particularly at¬ 
tracted to one candidate over an¬ 
other, we have resources and peo¬ 
ple to go to work for them.” 

PVN started after the Novem¬ 
ber 7 primary as the Achtenberg 
Voters’ Forum, to try and funnel 
support for Achtenberg over to 
Mayor Brown’s campaign. After 
the run-off, the group met again 
and changed their name, but not 
their reasons for forming, said 
Weiss. 

He added, “I think liberals 
need strong organization. I think 
there should be a distinction 
drawn between the workings of 
the machine as we know it here in 
California and San Francisco, in 
particular, and a structural organi¬ 
zation.” V

Barely six months old, the Peo¬ 
ple With AIDS Coalition, a new 
group by and for people with AIDS, 
is gaining steam and may turn out 
to be a major voice for people with 
AIDS in San Francisco. 

The group has already sparked 
interest with its innovative “Are 
You Being Served” consumer’s 
union-style survey project, which 
succinctly queries people with 
AIDS about their satisfaction with 
local AIDS services, according to 
spokesman Tom Calvanese. 

The group is collecting com¬ 
ments and plans to contact every 
service group mentioned in the sur¬ 
vey for responses to and action on 
the issues and incidents raised by 
consumers with AIDS through the 
comment postcards. PWAC will 
also issue a report on its findings. 

Calvanese told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the group organized 
last spring because people with 
AIDS have been excluded in the 
planning and implementations of 
HIV services in San Francisco, 
and because there are few openly 
PWA or HIV-positive individuals 
holding leadership positions in 
AIDS service groups created by 
and for people with HIV. 

“In the spring of 1995, a few of 
us got together to talk about what 
was missing in the San Francisco 
model of AIDS service delivery 
and quickly came to the obvi¬ 
ous— people living with HIV,” 
Calvanese said. 

The group held its first meeting 
last June at Eureka Valley Recre¬ 
ation Center and has already been

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the beneficiary of two benefits by 
Marga Gomez at Josie’s Cabaret. 

An estimated 50 people attend 
the monthly meeting of the group, 
Calvanese said. There are also a 
variety of committee meetings. 

“So far a core group of PWAC 
members has been primarily in¬ 
volved in the committee work. 
Since the general membership 
meetings are primarily introducto¬ 
ry and informational, most of the 
work is happening in committees, 
and it is very important that mem¬ 
bers get involved in the work of 
the committees,” Calvanese said. 

PWAC committees include the 
Consumer’s Union (consumer ad¬ 
vocacy, Kaiser viral load working 
group, “Are You Being Served”), 
organizational development (non¬ 
profit status, decision-making 
process, PWAC workspace), and 
Outreach/Fundraising/and Media. 

With more than 28,000 people 
with HIV living in San Francisco 
according to Health Department 
estimates, Calvanese said that the 
lack of inclusion of people with 


HIV and AIDS in decision making 
means that many agencies are now 
viewed as insensitive and unre¬ 
sponsive to the needs of people 
they were designed to serve. 

The subsequent “demoraliza¬ 
tion and alienation” of PWAs from 
the system of services designed to 
support them undermines efforts 
to manage health, continue to en¬ 
gage in safe sex practices and par¬ 
ticipate in the fight against AIDS, 
say PWAC members. 

The next PWAC membership 
meeting is scheduled for Thurs¬ 
day, February 1 from 7 p.m. to 9 
p.m. at Eureka Valley Recreation 
Center, 100 Collingwood (right 
behind Cala market). T

Feds Offer 
Advice on 
‘Living Benefits’

The Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion has issued a brochure of con¬ 
sumer guidelines about viatical 
settlements for people with termi¬ 
nal illnesses such as AIDS, cancer 
and amytrophic lateral sclerosis. 

The pamphlet advises people 
who are considering selling life in¬ 
surance policies in order to get 
funds to pay their bills and living 
expenses in the last stages of their 
lives. The amount paid for such 
policies varies and can range from 
less than half to an estimated 80 
percent of their value, depending 
on the verified medical life ex¬ 
pectancy of the terminally ill seller. 

Such arrangements, whether 
they are called “living benefit” or 
viatical settlements, have compli¬ 
cated legal, financial and tax con¬ 
sequences, and the FTC recom¬ 
mends that proposed settlements 
be reviewed in advance by profes¬ 
sional financial advisors. 

The basic information guide 
includes such common sense sug¬ 
gestions as contacting several vi¬ 
atical companies to insure they are 
getting the best value, and making 
sure that any viatical company a 
consumer deals with meets state 


licensing requirements. 

In addition, the brochure 
warns consumers to resist high 
pressure sales tactics and investi¬ 
gate the companies’ confidential¬ 
ity policy, and recommends a 
careful review of the possible tax 
consequences from a viatical 
sale. 

Although some states such as 
California and New York do not 
tax viaticals, many states do, and 
sellers may also have to pay fed¬ 
eral capital gains tax on the differ¬ 
ence between the sale price and 
the amount paid in premiums. 
Also, once a life insurance policy 
is sold, the money is counted as 
income and may affect the seller’s 
Medicaid eligibility. 

People with HIV disease or 
AIDS who wish to have a pro¬ 
posed viatical, settlement re¬ 
viewed can contact the AIDS 
Legal Referral Panel, according to 
spokeswoman Betsy Johnson. 

Johnson told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the viatical settlement 
business is currently undergoing a 
change in emphasis. 

The industry was started by 
people impacted by HIV to pro¬ 
vide for their friends and initially

Caring for PWAs 


Buddhist AIDS Project 
Offers ‘Spiritual 
Common Sense’

A small core of local Buddhists 
practitioners—from meditation 
teachers to medical caregivers— 
have formed the Buddhist AIDS 
Project as a way of caring for the 
practical and emotional needs of 
people with AIDS, whether they 
are long-time Buddhists or people 
who would simply wish to con¬ 
nect with a Buddhist-oriented 
caregiver, according to Steve Pe- 
skind, a spokesman for the group. 

Peskind, a one-time Tibetan 
Buddhist monk, is an openly gay 
man who has been involved in 
caring for people with terminal ill¬ 
nesses for more than a dozen 
years. 

Active in the formation of 
Coming Home Hospice before he 
had ever heard of AIDS, Peskind, 
a former Shanti Project board 
member and a former director of a 
Los Angeles-based AIDS service 
agency, says Buddhism is a 2,500- 
year-old meditative tradition that 
also has a lot of accumulated 
“spiritual common sense” helpful 
in coping with HIV and AIDS. 

“There isn’t a lot of ga-ga 
about the ism in Buddhism,” Pe¬ 
skind says. The project began 
when Peskind and others saw a 
need to connect Buddhist practi¬ 
tioners involved in caring for peo¬ 
ple with AIDS with each other and 
also to provide a way of connect¬ 
ing people with AIDS with Bud¬ 
dhist caregivers. 

“All the varied streams of Bud¬ 
dhism such as Theravadan (Thai 
and South Asian), Zen and others, 
including Tibetan, were not con¬ 
nected. We knew what was going 
on at San Francisco Zen Center 
and at Spirit Rock (a meditation 
center) in Santa Rosa, but there 
were so many great resources that 
were not connected,” Peskind 


said. 

“We are an all-volunteer, very 
grass roots organization which 
provides free information and re¬ 
ferral to Buddhist resources and 
events and AIDS services to any¬ 
one living with AIDS, their fami¬ 
lies, friends or caregivers,” Pe¬ 
skind told the Bay Area Reporter. 

A variety of practitioners are 
associated with the Project, from 
skilled medical, psychological and 
nursing professionals to consul¬ 
tants on pain management and 
control, and massage and body 
work practitioners from a variety 
of disciplines. Qualified Buddhist 
meditation and spiritual teachers, 
including openly lesbian and gay 
practitioners, are also available 
through Buddhist AIDS Project, 
Peskind said. 

“We’re not out to duplicate the 
work of existing AIDS service 
groups,” he said. “But we want to 
act as a resource for existing ser¬ 
vices.” 

Peskind said that the group is 
also currently compiling articles 
for a forthcoming anthology enti¬ 
tled On Meditation and AIDS, 
Buddhist Practice and Living With 
HIV, which is scheduled to be 
published in late 1996 or early 
1997 by Parallax Press, which 
publishes a variety of spiritual lit¬ 
erature including the works of 
well-known Vietnamese Buddhist 
master Thich Nhat Hanh. 

“We’re seeking articles that 
connect Buddhist practice with is¬ 
sues of life, death, grief, life- 
threatening illness, and AIDS in 
particular.” Submissions will be 
accepted through March 1996, Pe¬ 
skind says. 

The group is also considering 
exploring the possibility of offer¬ 
ing two eight-week support groups 
this year, one for people with 
AIDS and one for caregivers. ▼

resisted by insurance companies, 
Johnson said. 

But she says that viaticals are 
now beginning to shift their focus 
to people with cancer and terminal 
illnesses other than AIDS because 
of the difficulty in predicting the

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hey don’t teach us about 
it in English class, but 
queer Shakespeare lovers 
have long counted the 
Bard in our comer, as at least an 
Elizabethan bisexual. After all, 
the first 126 of his 154 sonnets 
are love sonnets clearly ad¬ 
dressed to a young man. The cre¬ 
ator of genderbending roles in As 
You Like It and other plays surely 
knew how fluid sexual affection 
could be. 

The New York Times reported 
this week that a Professor at Vas- 
sar is advancing the claim that a 
little-known elegy, printed in 
1612 by Shakespeare’s publisher 
and signed with the initials W.S., 
is the work of Willie the Shake 
himself (so dubbed by a poet of 
our own time, Joni Mitchell). 
Prof. Donald Foster “argues that 
largely through his computer 
analyses of the author’s choice of 
words, he has proved that the 
578-line elegy is Shakespeare’s. 
And many Elizabethan scholars 
in the United States and abroad 
are inclined to agree.” 

If it all pans out, the poem will 
be the first new addition to the 
Shakespeare canon since 1871. 
But the real pay-off for lesbian 
and gay lovers of literature is how 
the heralded piece supports our 
reading of William as Gay Blade. 
The elegy was written as memor¬ 
ial to a youth from the London 
theatre world who was killed on 
horseback after a day of barhop¬ 
ping. The young Oxford student, 
William Peter, could well have 
been the mysterious “dark man” 
of the love sonnets. Professor 
Lars Engle of the University of 
Tulsa agrees that the elegy could 
support the thesis that “Shake¬ 
speare had what we would now 


think of as a homosexual attach¬ 
ment to the youth.” 

As further icing on the literary 
cake, the poem “expresses skepti¬ 
cism about what was then a wide¬ 
ly accepted Christian belief in 
bodily resurrection in heaven. It 
refers to that belief as ‘the weak 
comfort of the hapless.’” 

We get the feeling that if the 
Bard were alive today, he’d be 
regarded as a dangerous radical 
by the so-called Christian right. 
Not only did he evidently have 
lust in his heart for a young actor, 
he openly declared himself an 
agnostic! That sort of secular 
open-mindedness still rates as 
too modern for the pernicious 
fundamentalists in our midst. If 
Willie the Shake were making art 
in America today, we’re sure his 
NEA funding would be in jeop¬ 
ardy. 

“When in disgrace with for¬ 
tune and men’s eyes 

“I all alone beweep my outcast 
state, 

“And trouble deaf heaven with 
my bootless cries.” (Sonnet 29) 

The news about the newly-at¬ 
tributed poem comes just as San 
Francisco is poised to experience 
another round of Shakespeare 
fever. This month you can catch 
the Royal Shakespeare Compa¬ 
ny’s production of A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream and the A.C.T. 
production of The Tempest. See 
our fabulous Arts & Entertain¬ 
ment section for more details. 
That’s also where you’ll find our 
interview with Sir Ian McKellen, 
the proudly gay British actor 
whose star turn in a new film of 
Richard III opens this week. Now 
there’s a distinguished man of the 
theatre we can definitely count on 
our side. ▼

One Man’s 
Search for 
Janies 
Baldwin

o it’s goodbye, James Baldwin. 
And all my hopes for Giovanni’s 
Room - The Film are gone with 
you and laid to rest in your grave. 

Thank goodness. 

I know it’s still there, somewhere in the 
files of your estate, the screenplay I wrote 
so many years ago and on which you laid 
your blessing. 

It was to be my grand debut in film- 
making; I worked hard on that screenplay 
because I loved your book, that beautiful 
book of lost love that made me cry. I put 
all I had into that screenplay. It was not 
just words and action. It was a working 
screenplay, like Hitchcock’s, and included 
every shot, every angle, as I saw the com¬ 
pleted film in my mind’s eye. 

And I mailed it to you from my college 
dorm in Salt Lake City, across the Atlantic 
to the coast of France where you were liv¬ 
ing, never expecting to hear any more 
about it. But you wrote and said you liked 
it. I was so happy and cheerfully made the 
revisions you suggested. It didn’t take 
long before the new version again winged 
its way to France. And you liked it too, 
you said. We’ll do it, you said. And I be¬ 
lieved you. 

But it never happened. There were let¬ 
ters, then silence. Then you wanted to meet 
me in New York. I got there and you were 
there but we never ended up in the same 
place at the same time. I was uptown, you 
were downtown, then we switched places. 
Your sister was very nice to me. She was 
just never quite sure where you were. So 
we kept missing each other and soon my 
money ran out and I had to fly back to the 
university and say to my friends that noth¬ 
ing happened, nothing at all. 

And it happened again. I returned to 
New York. You weren’t to be found. And I 
couldn’t figure it out. If you really wanted 
to make the movie, why wouldn’t you see 
me? Why was I doing all the work tracking 
you down from friend to friend, from bor¬ 
ough to borough? Why wouldn’t you stay 
in one place long enough for me to meet 
you? There was never any answer to that. 

So I put the screenplay away and tried 
to forget about it until you came to me, 
years later. Actually, you came to the uni¬ 
versity as part of Black History Month. 
But where did your all-white novel fit into 
black history? Is that why, again, you re¬ 
fused to see me, even after I went right to 
your hotel room and confronted you? You 
were in such a rush as you passed me in 
the hallway for another reception, lecture, 
or something. 

Were you ashamed of the book? Race 
was not the issue there, it was love and 
sex and lust and relationships. It was ten¬ 
der and hurtful and I wanted to see it on 
the screen as I visualized it inside me. But 
I filed it away again and then you died and 
that was it. 

How strange, then, to come across the 
screenplay so many years later while sort¬ 
ing through boxes in my parents’ garage. 
It was like looking at the remains of a lost 
civilization, distant, impersonal, emotion¬ 
less. Only a mild pity remained for the un¬ 
born child, the thought of what could have 
been. Then 1 laid he script aside and went 
on to other things. ▼

Rosicrucian enlightenment 

I read Mr. Glenn Schmoll’s letter in the Jan. 4 issue 
with interest, and I would like to expand on his state¬ 
ments. With regard to the Church of Religious Sci¬ 
ence (not to be confused with Christian Science), my 
partner and I have been attending the Religious Sci¬ 
ence church on Claremont Ave., near the West Portal 
MUNI station. Not only are gays welcomed (not just 
“accepted”), but gays and lesbians even comprise a 
significant proportion of that church’s board. Interest¬ 
ingly, my partner says that Ernest Holmes, the founder 
of Religious Science, was himself gay! 

The “New Thought” movement, in general, rejects 
a judgmental, authoritarian theology, in favor of one 
that emphasizes personal freedom and responsibility. 
It resembles the “New Age” philosophy of creating 
change in the world by changing one’s own thinking, 
but its approach is more mature and much less mate¬ 
rialistic. 

I would also like to mention another group that 
may be of interest to your readers: the Rosicrucian 
Order, A.M.O.R.C. Yes, these are the same folks who 
run the Egyptian Museum in San Jose! Much of the 
“New Thought” philosophy clearly has its origins in 
Rosicrucianism, which has been the major exponent 
of Western mysticism since Medieval times. While 
the Rosicrucian Order makes only occasional refer¬ 
ence to sexuality as such, gays are openly welcomed 
there, and homophobia is pointedly condemned as the 
bigotry that it is. 

One point that I need to clarify here: the Rosicru¬ 
cian Order, A.M.O.R.C., is not organized as a church, 
since its mission does not exclude participation in a 
faith of one’s own choosing. Rather, it is organized on 
the lodge system, similar to that of the Freemasons. 
However, unlike the Freemasons, women (including 
lesbians, of course) are accepted into membership in 
the Rosicrucians as full equals. In addition, the Rosi- 
crucians, while clearly spiritual in their teachings, do 
not espouse any kind of dogma; even their own teach¬ 
ings are to be questioned and tried, rather than being 
blindly accepted.

At this point, I could go into a lengthy discussion 
about the “alternative” spirituality that has always 
been present even in the West, though this spirituality 
has often had to go underground due to persecution at 
various times and places. A spirituality that allows one 
to make his/her own decisions is clearly a threat to the 
“organized” religions. The Roman Catholic Church 
clearly grants theological authority to one person, the 
Pope. While Protestant churches reject the theological 
authority of the Pope, they fare no better by placing 
their faith in some sort of abstract theological standard 
(i.e., a “Biblical” interpretation) that cannot itself be 
questioned 

By contrast, the heritage of the Rosicrucians in¬ 
cludes the “Mystery Schools” of ancient Egypt, the 
major philosophical schools of Greece, and the Gnos¬ 
tic and Albigensian movements, all of which placed 
ultimate spiritual authority with the individual. (It is 
interesting to note that the Inquisition was started pri¬ 
marily to stamp out the Albigensians.) 

Students of gay history will quickly recognize that 
all of these movements welcomed gays; some, such as 
many of the Greek schools and certain Albigensian 
groups, went so far as to promote gay sexuality as 
being spiritually superior to heterosexuality! In addi¬ 
tion, the symbology of the “Alchymical Wedding,” 
which is an integral pan of modem Rosicrucian tradi¬ 
tion, is clearly androgynous, representing the uniting 
of one’s own masculine and feminine selves into a 
single psychic body. It makes me wonder just how 
much sexism and homophobia may ultimately repre¬ 
sent a fear of one’s own intuitions and feelings, a fear 
implanted by those who want to perpetuate their own 
power at the expense of their followers. 

Of course. I’ve opened up a whole can of worms 
here, and I’m sure that you’re going to get a lot of let¬ 
ters covering various other spiritual practices and 
their attitudes toward alternative sexualities. This 
should be very interesting, to say the least!

Apt ‘Fanfare’

After Watters 

I was troubled by Dennis Conkin’s January 4, 1996 
article about John Watters’s autopsy, and Conkin’s 
skewed views as he attempts to lay open Dr. Watters’s 
heart and life and work. Especially disturbing were 
Harvey Feldman’s musings on the nature of death, and 
reflections on any “mess” left behind by Dr. Watters. 

I have worked for both Dr. Watters and for Harvey 
Feldman. In fact, I worked for Feldman at the same 
time Conkin did, in the early 80s. I have “cleaned up” 
after both Feldman and Dr. Watters. After 1990, when 
Feldman, through his megalomaniacal combative¬ 
ness, destroyed the Mid-City Consortium to Combat 
AIDS, there was nothing to clean up. Feldman was 
finished. 

“Cleaning up” after Dr. Watters means doing the 
work he left us to do - testing and counseling injec¬ 
tion drug users (IDUs) for HIV and TB, assessing 
their risk for contracting and spreading HIV, working 
with IDUs to reduce harm to themselves, their fami¬ 
lies, and their community, and finding new vistas for 
this work. 

I am bothered by Harvey Feldman’s statement that 
“it’s important to look not only at how people live, but 
how they die.... The way they die is descriptive of the 
way they live.” There are several mysteries which we 
as humans try mightily to control, and cannot control. 
Two of these are birth and death. The circumstances 
of John Watters’s death are certainly part of his story 
- in this way he is no different from anyone else. 
What stands is the rest of his life and work. Feldman 
cautions us to not romanticize John Watters’s life, but 
he demonizes John’s death in the same breath. I hope 
Dr. Feldman is able to have the kind of death he seeks.

In my very brief 5 
month stint as an AIDS outreach worker ten years 
ago, I was an independent service contractor for the 
Haight Ashbury Free Clinics, a member agency of the 
MidCity Consortium. 

The piece was not meant to be an obituary or a 
tribute to Watters, it was meant to be a news report 
about the final autopsy results in the context of other 
published reports in which some suggested that Wat¬ 
ters was merely injecting prescription migraine drugs, 
had a bad heart, high cholesterol, or that the cocaine 
found on the spoon by the syringe on Watters ’ kitchen 
table was really just sugar or salt. 

No question Watters was “brilliant and beloved, ” 
no question that he was “wild, mercurial and bold 
and brave ” —or that he made major contributions to 
AIDS research and the care of human beings with in¬ 
jection substance abuse problems. No question either 
that his death and its manner were tragic and untime¬ 
ly. But, with all due respect, the fact that the leading 
AIDS/injection use expert died of an apparent heroin 
or morphine overdose is news.]

The Great Rich Hope 



S teve Forbes, the 
48-year-old heir to the 
Forbes magazine publish¬ 
ing empire, was thought 
only weeks ago to be a long shot 
in the GOP presidential sweep- 
stakes. Now, however, thanks to a 
$12 million TV spending blitz, he 
has caught on with many of the 
country’s moderate Republican 
voters and has, in fact, taken over 
second place in the rush to catch 
Bob Dole, according to many 
GOP analysts.

Forbes’ improved status be¬ 
came all the more obvious during 
last Saturday’s first GOP debate in 
Iowa, which included all the 
prospective Republican candi¬ 
dates. Bob Dole got off easy in 
that televised debate because all 
the other candidates concentrated 
their fire on Forbes, a sure indica¬ 
tion that his candidacy is gaining 
momentum. 

Iowa, with its all-important 
Feb. 12 caucuses, is thought by 
many to be the state that separates 
the serious GOP hopefuls from the 
also-rans. Forbes, according to 
some polls there, has already 
overtaken Texas Senator Phil 
Gramm and is hot on Dole’s tail. 

Senator Dole has the support of 
the party faithful in Iowa, but a 
loss or even a poor first-place win 
there could be damaging, if not 
fatal, to his campaign. Most ob¬ 
servers feel that the senate majori¬ 
ty leader, blessed with a very 
strong field operation, will still 
win the Arizona caucuses (Feb. 
27) and very likely the New 
Hampshire primary (Feb. 20), but 
a strong showing in either state by 
the upstart Forbes could spell real 
trouble for the well-oiled, well-fi¬ 
nanced Dole machine. 

Forbes is a particular worry to 
Phil Gramm, as the conservative 
Texan sees even his second-place 
status in jeopardy. Indeed, many 
checkbook Republicans have all 
but counted Gramm out of it. His 
campaign, though also well-fi¬ 
nanced, has failed to catch on, ex¬ 
cept with those in the Christian 
far-right wing of the GOP, whose 
hearts really belong to the lumpen 
Pat Buchanan. 

In fact, in Arizona, where 
Gramm has been saying his cam¬ 
paign “will really take off,” polls 
now show Steve Forbes closing in 
on Dole, with Gramm trailing 
badly in third place. The one thing 
that Dole has going for him and 
that should land him the GOP 
nomination in San Diego in Au¬ 
gust is that none of the other can¬ 
didates, save Forbes, has shown 
any sizable movement. Their lack 
of appeal to the voters is ironical¬ 
ly the Kansan’s greatest strength. 

Yes, the Republican nomina¬ 
tion is, for all practical purposes, 
in the bag for Dole unless the 
GOP wakes up and realizes he 
can’t, barring any unforeseen dis¬ 
aster, defeat Bill Clinton. Now is 
the time for the Republicans to 
turn to a fresh face, a moderate 
like Steve Forbes. But will they do 
it? Not likely. 

Forbes is considered a Rocke¬ 
feller Republican, and his New 
Jersey base could help the GOP 
carry some of the large electoral 
states like New Jersey, New York, 
Pennsylvania, etc. He reportedly 
supports gay rights, is not 
anti-abortion, favors a flat-tax 
plan, and has good friends like 
Elizabeth Taylor (pop’s former 
gal pal). Hell, what more could 
the Republicans want in a candi¬ 
date! 

However, rest assured that the 
party of Jesse Helms, Bob Dor- 
nan, Pat Buchanan, ad nauseam 
won’t turn to this outsider in its 


hour of need. Right-wing Republi¬ 
cans, who really control the party, 
would rather lose the White House 
than see Forbes on the ticket, 
which, of course, is good news for 
Democrats.

Some of Milton Marks’ gay 
supporters are unhappy that he has 
already endorsed John Burton 
over Angela Alioto as his replace¬ 
ment for state senator in the Third 
District. Marks says he endorsed 
Burton before Alioto entered the 
race; the Democratic primary is 
March 26. 

Damn, will A1 D’Amato and 
the GOP ever get a life and let up 
on Hillary over Whitewater, the 
White House Travel Office, and 
whatever tired old “issues” they 
can dredge up? Talk about parti¬ 
san politics. And having D’Amato 
head up an ethics investigation is 
like putting O.J. in charge of a 
women’s shelter. 

Old politicos never die, and 
nowadays, they don’t even fade 
away. Supporters from both major 
parties are talking up Frank Jor¬ 
dan to eventually replace the 
termed-out Quentin Kopp in two 
years, and even some of his for¬ 
mer political opponents are trying 
to convince Arlo Smith to make a 
run for the Board of Supes. (“He’ll 
run ahead of the pack, become 
president, and quickly reinvent a 
new political career,” predicted 
one City Hall watcher.) 

In Olympia, Washington, gay 
rights activists and their sympa¬ 
thizers rallied by the hundreds last 
week as the state’s only openly 
gay legislator, Rep. Ed Murray 
(D-Seattle), introduced a gay civil 
rights bill - the 18th year it has 
been filed. The proposal is expect¬ 
ed to again die without a hearing, 
as the conservative GOP controls 
the House there. 

Mayor Brown is upset that the 
city charter limits the pay of his 
top staffers, and Da Mayor vows a 
change in the city law so he can 
compete “with the CEOs of this 
city for top-flight people.” (Are 
you reading this, Quentin?) 

Last week the LA City Council 


agreed to examine charges that it 
violated the rights of lesbian po¬ 
lice officer Virginia Acevedo by 
demanding she name her lovers. 
The Council voted to discuss a 
workers compensation suit Aceve¬ 
do filed, citing stress. 

One of Mayor Brown’s first 
acts, appointing Fred Lau as our 
police chief, was a very good 
move. Lau is a bright, well-liked 
cop, and will make an excellent 
chief. 

Gay activist and San Jose 
Evergreen Community College 
Board member Ken Yeager is said 
to be among the two frontrunners 
in the four-person March primary 
fight in the 23rd Assembly Dis¬ 
trict. 

LA lost a giant last week with 
the death of LA Times columnist 
Jack Smith. I only met Smith a 
couple of times but read him regu¬ 
larly. Jack Smith was to Los An¬ 
geles what Herb Caen is to San 
Francisco and Mike Royko to 
Chicago and Jimmy Breslin to 
New York. 

Now that the GOP has taken 
over the Assembly, Sacramento 
watchers say the Democrats’ oper¬ 
ating budget will be slashed dra¬ 
matically. Look for the probable 
layoff of up to 175 Demo staffers. 

And in San Jose’s 13th District 
race for state senator, once-fa¬ 
vored Assemblyman John Vas- 
concelios is being pushed hard by 
business executive Tom Hayes 
for the March Demo nomination. 
Vasco’s well-known position on 
abortion (pro-life) is causing him 
big problems. 

Trouble for Boxer in ’98? A 
Dec. 3-10 Field Poll shows that 
by a 49%-36% margin, voters are 
not inclined to vote for her again. 
(Get hopping, Barbara! This poll 
can only encourage the Republi¬ 
cans.)

here was a serendipitous 
result to Sense and Sensi- 
bility being sold out when 
W& I tried to catch it at the new 
cinema at Jack London Square. 
Browsing the nearby bookstore, I 
finally found a copy of something 
for which I’d long searched in 
vain: Freud’s Moses and 

Monotheism, in which he makes a 
good case for Moses having been 
an Egyptian and the religion he 
expounded Pharaoh Ikhnaton’s 
(Amenhotep’s) universal mono¬ 
theistic sun god faith. You know - 
the one whose temple chants led 
to the invention of modem cheer¬ 
leading (‘There is only one god! 
He is the sun god! Ra! Ra! Ra!”).

Despite lapsing for a stretch 
into a recap of basic psychoanalyt¬ 
ic theory (or perhaps because of 
it), Moses and Monotheism is an 
interesting book - actually three 
journal essays compiled into one 
publication. Here, the man who 
tried to codify patriarchal gender 
roles actually cops to the existence 
of the ancient Goddess religion 
and matrilineal society. 

He says matriarchy fol¬ 
lowed the overthrow of 
alpha male rulers by their 
sons only to be replaced 
by a system whose rulers 
and gods appeared more 
powerful (e.g., Crete falls 
to volcanoes and earth¬ 
quakes, thunder gods as¬ 
cend in Greece) - the par¬ 
allels to his outline of 
childhood development 
being intentional. 

But the main attraction 
is the case he makes for Moses 
having been an Egyptian aristocrat 
who sought, during the 35-year in¬ 
terregnum after Ikhnaton’s over¬ 
throw, to forge a nation with an 
ethics-based, non-mumbo-jumbo 
religion (much like today’s Re¬ 
form Judaism). He cites evidence 
that Moses was killed by his fol¬ 
lowers, and that after two genera¬ 
tions a hybrid emerged between 
the Exodus-oriented ethicists and 
some volcano god cultists (thus 


the conflicting Jahwistic and Elo- 
histic narratives in the Old Testa¬ 
ment). All this was to explain Ju¬ 
daism to 1930s European intellec¬ 
tuals - a quite timely pursuit. 

What this resonated with for 
me, oddly enough, was the recent 
flurry of expulsions of gay- 
friendly or gay-pastored congre¬ 
gations from various Protestant 
sects. This, of course, ties in with 
the ongoing cluelessness of Chris¬ 
tian churches in the face of believ¬ 
ers who are “practicing homosex¬ 
uals.” Is this the age-old question 
of whether Christianity will be a 
religion of socially responsible be¬ 
havior (the Golden Rule) or the 
cult of a jealous power figure? 

Benefit of the doubt 

I, for one, am willing to give 
the benefit of the doubt to adher¬ 
ents of America’s popular reli¬ 
gions. I will acknowledge that, 
ambitions for fascistic hegemony 
on the part of the religious right 
notwithstanding, most believers 
are in it for an ethical society. I 
can’t fault them for decrying the 
ongoing cluelessness of too many 
nonbelievers in the face of the 
moral and ethical mediocrity per¬ 
vading society (including our own 
community) and its individual 
members’ behavior. (I say this

even though the concept that 
being an adult involves sorting out 
your ethical principles must be 
bad - it threatens entitlement to 
feel good about yourself no matter 
how you act in the world, or to 
know you must be righteous in all 
facets of your life if your politics 
are correct). 

So what makes them so clueless 
in applying their ethical aspirations 
to the fact of same-sex love? If they 
believe supporting families does 
more to promote a good, just and 
positive society than sexual anar¬ 
chy, why don’t they just say com¬ 
mitted relationships are good and 
nonmonogamy is bad? Instead, 
they say same-gender relationships 
- no matter how monogamous and 
church-blest - are bad while het¬ 
erosexual relationships - no matter 
how dysfunctional - are God’s 
plan. It’s not even smart tactics. 
Same-sex couples who want to 
marry in church and keep going to 
church - and perhaps raise children 
in the church - have a vested inter-

She added, “I do think that re¬ 
turns are more and more complex. 
There certainly are people who 
can do their own returns and who 
like to do their own returns. But if 
someone has complex stuff like 
being self-employed, like having 
rental properties or a lot of stock 
sales, I’m not sure it is wise for 
them to do their own return.”

ticular since 1984 in small semi¬ 
nars through the Harvey Milk In¬ 
stitute, University of California, 
University of Hawaii, and several 
colleges in Oregon. She maintains 
a private tax practice in Oakland 
as well as one in San Francisco. 

Some of the topics covered in 
the workshop include setting up a 
record-keeping system, calculat¬ 
ing estimated quarterly tax pay¬ 
ments, and evaluating new tax 
laws. 

Zobel, who has seen tax prepa¬ 
ration enter the computer age, said 
that software packages alone 
aren’t comprehensive enough for 
people who file complex tax re¬ 
turns, especially small business 
owners. They may complete tax 
calculations with a few key¬ 
strokes, but often miss things like 
depreciation. Tax-preparing soft¬ 
ware makes a fine starting point, 
but taxpayers still ought to seek 
professional help, she said. 

Moreover, when returns hav¬ 
ing numerous schedules attached 
to them come into the IRS, they 
are judged on the basis of whether 
a professional tax preparer did 
them, or if someone did it them¬ 
selves, said Zobel. 

“That’s what I have been told, 
that [the IRS] really does think 
that there are certain areas that 


publication began as a state-fund¬ 
ed enterprise to publicize 
HIV/AIDS issues, but the money 
has run out and now they are on 
their own, said co-managing edi¬ 
tor Wes Kashiwagi. 

Recently The Paper also start¬ 
ed a website and can be reached at 
http://members.aol.com/stick- 
yrice/mtrygay.html, said Kashiwa- 
gi, a freelance Macintosh software 
designer. The Paper website is a 
free service for advertisers, he 
said. “If someone was visiting 
Monterey, and they were looking 
for bed and breakfasts, there 
would be a list of gay-friendly bed 
and breakfasts,” he said. 

“It looks like a real paper,” 
Kashi wagi added. “It doesn’t look 
like we’re sitting at a typewriter 
and laying it out with rubber ce¬ 
ment.” 

Getting The Paper off the 
ground will be quite a feat, since 
the entire operation depends on 
volunteer staff. Ad revenues and 
grant money all go back into print¬ 
ing, according to Kashiwagi, who 
does layout on his own computer, 
photography, and writing. 

He added that their humble lit¬ 
tle 16-page bi-monthly gazette, 
which boasts a circulation of be¬ 
tween 1,200 to 2,000, has made 
major inroads into Monterey 


County, where the nearest gay 
press is in Santa Cruz. “It’s a lot of 
work, but I think it’s paid off,” he 
said. For example, Monterey had 
its first ever Gay Pride Festival 
last June. 

Kashiwagi told the B.A.R. that 
The Paper has had heavy cover¬ 
age about gays in the military be¬ 
cause of the large military pres¬ 
ence in Monterey County. One re¬ 
cent piece was a real illustration of 
diversity in action: A local profes¬ 
sional organization and a group of 
drag queens raised funds for a 
suddenly-impoverished children’s 
HIV/AIDS group. T

A lesbian and gay history 
book, intended for high 
school students, has been 
banned from the shelves 
of at least two high school li¬ 
braries. Becoming Visible: A Read¬ 
er in Gay and Lesbian History for 
High School and College Students 
(Alyson Publications) was banned 
by Bob Rogers, the superintendent 
of schools in Mehlville, Missouri. 
Copies of the book had been do¬ 
nated to the school district by 
GLSTN, the Gay, Lesbian & 
Straight Teachers Network. 

According to a local newspa¬ 
per (The Oakville Call, Dec. 21), 
the school district’s librarian has 
placed Becoming Visible in 
Mehlville’s “professional library, 
“rather than the school libraries

for which it was intended. Super¬ 
intendent Rogers claimed the 
book “does not meet the needs of 
the curriculum” for high school¬ 
ers. He added: “I’m not aware of 
any school that has put that book 
in their library. We just don’t put a 
book in the library because some 
group sends it to us.” 

In fact, quite a few enlightened 
public schools have enriched their 
holdings with copies of Becoming 
Visible. Kay Hones, librarian for 
San Francisco’s Mission High 
School, reports that a copy of the 
book was recently donated to her 
library and “is a welcome resource 
for our students.” 

Unfortunately, however, the 
events in Mehlville are hardly iso¬ 
lated. The latest issue of Censor¬ 
ship News warns that school li¬ 
braries are the target of a chilling 
new right wing campaign. 

A group calling itself “Family 
Friendly Libraries” (FFL) is orga¬ 
nizing a nationwide effort to repu¬ 
diate the “Library Bill of Rights,” 
a strong anti-censorship policy 
adopted by the American Library 
Association. FFL hopes to con¬ 
vince schools and their libraries to 
adopt its own policy, which states 
that the purpose of a library is to 
emphasize the “superiority” of the 
traditional family, a “mother and 
father, married to each other, com¬ 
mitted to a lifetime monogamous 
relationship.” Following FFL 
guidelines, libraries would restrict 
access to any materials that do not 
promote these “family values.” 

According to the National 
Coalition Against Censorship 
(NCAC), “anti-homosexual big¬ 
otry provides much of the fuel for 
Family Friendly Libraries.” 
NCAC reports that these “extrem¬ 
ists have learned the utility of tap¬ 
ping into — and deepening — the 
existing reservoir of fear and re¬ 
sentment at the perceived success 
of the ‘homosexual agenda.’ Ex¬ 
ploiting homophobia, they have 
learned, quickly polarizes com¬ 
munities and makes reasoned de¬ 
bate nearly impossible.” 

When censors are successful, 
NCAC says, “students learn that 
reading is dangerous, that adults 
do not trust young people, and that 
suppression is the way to respond 
to controversy.” 

They also learn hatred and fear. 
Censors of homosexuality are, in 
effect, teachers of homophobia. 
When fair and factual information 
is suppressed, myths about sexual 
orientation thrive— promoting 
substance abuse, suicide, guilt, 
isolation, increased risk of HIV in¬ 
fection, physical abuse, and a host 
of other tragic consequences. 

As Marlon Riggs observed, we 
live “at a time when dykes and 
faggots are knifed and blud¬ 
geoned, too often with impunity, 
by night and by day. A time when 
queer blood runs loose and wild 
along the curbside. Yet in such 
savage attacks,” Riggs wrote, “the 
weight of the crime lies less on the 
teenage bigot who wields the bat, 
the brick, the razor, than on the so¬ 
ciety whose values, laws, educa¬ 
tion and religion systematically 
sanction the obscenity of hate-mo¬ 
tivated violence.” 

While school officials argue 
that homosexual history books 
“do not meet the needs of the cur¬ 
riculum,” schoolchildren commit 
most of the homophobic hate 
crimes reported annually. 

The silence in our schools can¬ 
not be separated from the violence 
in our streets.

An article in U.S. News & 
World Report (Jan. 8) concludes 
that the “critics of trash TV should 
be pleased with the outcome” of 
their efforts. The magazine reports 
that new talk shows, now in devel¬ 
opment, “seem less sensational 
and exploitative than last season’s 
fare.” 

“Sensational” and “exploita¬ 
tive” are often the critic’s code for 
anything queer, regardless of par¬ 
ticular quality or substance. Gen¬ 
eralized attacks on “talk show 
sleaze” specifically, and not inten¬ 
tionally, included every program 
to substantially feature talk by or 
about lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender people. 

The national assault on televi¬ 
sion talk shows has always in¬ 
volved a strong undercurrent of 
homophobia. Sometimes, the big¬ 
otry surfaces. 

The general manager of Col¬ 
orado’s KOAA-TV recently 
pulled “Jenny Jones” from his sta¬ 
tion, stating that he has had 
enough of “trash television.” “We 
got two crappy shows off the air,” 
John Gilbert announced. Declar¬ 
ing that certain talk-show topics 
“give me indigestion,” Gilbert ex¬ 
plained that “homosexuals, trans¬ 
vestites and lesbians” have no 
place on his television station. 

KOAA-TV is the National 
Broadcasting Company (NBC) af¬ 
filiate for the Colorado 
Springs/Pueblo area. NBC is 
owned by GE, the General Elec¬ 
tric Company. 

Affiliate stations are compen¬ 
sated by a TV network to promote 
and broadcast the network’s pro¬ 
gramming. Though they are not 
network owned or operated, affili¬ 
ates are certainly expected to en¬ 
hance, rather than demean, their 
network’s corporate character.

City College Offers 
Classes from a 
Queer Perspective

City College of San Francisco 
has four gay-themed courses of¬ 
fered in its Spring schedule of 
classes: queer music, American 
gay and lesbian history, gay psy¬ 
chology and queer cinema. 

Queer themes in music 
throughout time, from the ancient 
Greeks up to modem days, and 
homosexual musicians who come 
out of the closet in public, will be 
explored in “Music and Queer 
Identity.” 

Jonathan Katz, Chair and 
Founder of the Gay and Lesbian 
Studies Department at City Col¬ 
lege, told the B.A.R. that in his es¬ 
timation, “Music and Queer Iden¬ 
tity” is the first queer music histo¬ 
ry class ever offered in a standard, 
16-week semester format any¬ 
where. The Greek musical culture 
will be studied first, leading up to 
opera, disco, womyn’s music and 
openly gay or lesbian pop musi¬ 
cians. Ways in which various mu¬ 
sicians kept themselves closeted 
(and still do), while allowing 
queer themes to bubble up to the 
surface through code words, will 
be a running theme of the class. 

UC Berkeley musicologist Ju¬ 
dith Peraino will teach the course, 
which begins Tuesday, January 23 
from 6:30 to 9:30 p.m. 

Also included this Spring are a 


3-hour Gay and Lesbian American 
History class on Wednesday, Janu¬ 
ary 24 from 6:30 to 9:30 p.m., 
taught by Ruth Mahaney, who is 
the current chair of the Gay and 
Lesbian Historical Society of 
Northern California and Women’s 
Studies lecturer at San Francisco 
State University. 

A new offering by City Col¬ 
lege is the Gay and Lesbian Mi¬ 
nority Group Psychology class 
and a queer film class taught by 


filmmaker Michael Wallin. 

“We’ve made it very easy for 
people to enroll; you just show up 
the first night of class,” said Katz. 
Counselors will be on hand to sign 
students up, he said. 

Courses are taught at the 
school’s Castro campus located at 
450 Church St. Tuition is $13 per 
credit hour for both California and 
out-of-state residents. Call 239-

The announced candidacy of 
East Bay Republican Veronica 
Acosta for the California Assem¬ 
bly may set the stage for another 
round of anti-gay rhetoric in the 
city of Alameda, similar to last 
summer’s attack against a Gay 
Pride Month proclamation there. 

Acosta will face off against 
two Democrats in the March 
election for the 16th District, for¬ 
mer Alameda County Supervisor 
Don Perata and Oakland City 
Council member Dezie Woods- 
Jones. The area covers Oakland, 
Piedmont, parts of Emeryville, 
and Alameda. Democrat Barbara 
Lee, who currently holds the seat, 
is leaving her post to run for State 
Senate. 

In her capacity as area repre¬ 
sentative for Concerned Women 
for America (CWA), Acosta spoke 
out against the gay pride procla¬ 
mation beginning at last June’s 
city council meeting, offering 
herself up as an example of how a 
“former lesbian” could change, 
and handing out her business card 
afterwards to gays and lesbians in 
the crowd who might want 
“help,” according to Out On The 
Island co-founder Christine Allen. 

Acosta and other CWA mem¬ 
bers also took out newspaper ad¬ 
vertisements to protest an Alame¬ 
da town hall meeting about gay 
issues, and picketed a conference 
on gay-inclusive curriculums 
held at Holy Names College in 
Oakland sponsored by the Gay, 
Lesbian and Straight Teachers 
Network. 

Acosta told the B.A.R. that she 
has resigned from CWA because 
of the conflicts of interest that 
would come into play during a 
political campaign. Acosta, who 
is single, denied saying that she 
used to be lesbian - but she also 
denied that she plans to run on an 
anti-gay agenda and said she felt 
an unfair amount of emphasis has 
been placed on her involvement 
with CWA. 

Even so, she acknowledged, 
she will bring CWA’s party line to 
her campaign, and to Sacramen¬ 
to, if she is elected in the March 
election. “1 don’t believe in any 
way that [gays] are being dis¬ 
criminated against,” Acosta told 
the B.A.R. 

She defended CWA’s work 
against so-called “special rights” 
as morally necessary. “Granted, 
we tackle it as hard as we do the 
pornography issue, and a lot of 
other issues.” 

A Christmas Card 
from a Lesbian 

On a personal level, Acosta 
said that she counts many lesbian 
and gay people - who keep their 
political opinions to themselves - 
in her family of friends. 

“You can’t spend 20 years in 
the Navy and not have gay 
friends,” she told the B.A.R. “I 
have had friends that are gay and 
lesbian all my adult life, and 


some of them have been together 
[as long as] 15 years. ... It’s the 
ones that have an agenda that ruin 
it for the rest of them. 

“I got a Chrjstmas card from a 
lesbian who I have known for 25 
years.” 

Her two medals of commen¬ 
dation from the U.S. Navy are ex¬ 
amples of what individuals can 
accomplish, she said, without the 
privilege of affirmative action. 

“They were because of Veron¬ 
ica’s merit,” she said, “not be¬ 
cause of my skin color.” Acosta is 
the daughter of Mexican immi¬ 
grants and grew up in Colorado. 

Acosta said she would also 
work for policies favoring eco¬ 
nomic growth. “For my area it’s 
definitely the economy. Oakland 
has long been an oppressed area 
that we need some kind of change 
in. We need some sort of revital¬ 
ization, especially with the bases 
closing.” 

Predictably, Acosta’s platform 
would also include the standard 
Republican call to get tough on 
crime, both at the street level and 
also at the white collar crime 
level. “We have to be tougher on 
the way they are treated. We also 
have to be tougher on the bigger 
guy, we have to go after that big¬ 
ger person, no matter who he or 
she is. Street [drug] dealers could 
not possibly survive without sup¬ 
port from the top.” 

‘Okay According to Her’ 

Allen responded to Acosta’s 
claim that she would remain neu¬ 
tral to gay issues and has no per¬ 
sonal biases, by saying that CWA 
is “clearly a national group that is 
affiliated with the religious right. 
They are not a moderate group.” 

Regarding her close queer 
friends, Allen commented, “It’s 
contradictory. On the one hand 
she’s saying that she thinks gay 
people are fine and part of her 
family of friends. On the other 
hand she’s qualifying that by say¬ 
ing they’re fine only if they be¬ 
have in a certain way that is okay 
according to her.” 

Tara Kelly, president of the 
East Bay Lesbian/Gay Democrat¬ 
ic Club, said she actually agrees 
with Acosta that gay activists 
“ruin it” for the quiet ones. 

“I think she’s right,” Kelly 
told the B.A.R. “I think they’re 
threatened by gays and lesbians 
having the same rights as every¬ 
one else. 

“However, I don’t think we’re 
bringing it on ourselves. We want 
the same positive role models in 
the classroom, we want our rela¬ 
tionships to be honored. 

“We’re not asking for special 
rights, we’re asking for civil 
rights.” 

A CWA spokesperson told the 
B.A.R. the group was “non-parti¬ 
san and non-denominational” and 
as a result will not be endorsing 
any candidates, including Acosta. 

Look for town-hall style 
meetings with all candidates, 
however. T

sial Northern Station police cap¬ 
tain Richard Cairns to a command 
post to the applause of some and 
the boos of others in the lesbian 
and gay community, she will say 
that she plans to be very active on 


the job. 

Norman is of course aware of 
the controversy about Cairns, who 
was suspended for more than a 
month for his role in the October 
6, 1989 police sweep of the Cas¬ 
tro, and she’s also aware of the

cem about the police raid of Ter¬ 
ence Alan’s South of Market pri¬ 
vate AIDS fundraiser in January 
1995. 

But she’s not prepared to com¬ 
ment on specifics just a week into 
the job. 

“There’s a sharp learning 
curve, but we all knew that when 
we took our oaths. It’s a very crit¬ 
ical job,” Norman said. “The peo¬ 
ple on the commission stand for 
change. We are of like minds on 
most issues.” 

And Norman says that commu¬ 
nity members and police officers 
will be seeing a lot of her. 

“I will be going out with the 


but we have to do it,” she said. 

Norman asserts that the police 
can also play a major role in pre¬ 
vention, not just law enforcement. 

“Sexual harassment and do¬ 
mestic violence, gang and drug 
wars are issues that must be dealt 
with, but our number one priority 
must be not how we respond puni- 
tively to crime, but how we can 
prevent it,” she said. 

Norman said innovative police 
department prevention programs 
in high crime areas show some ef¬ 
fect on crime and need communi¬ 
ty support. 

But, Norman also said that of¬ 
ficers in the department needed

police on operations to see how 
they respond in different situa¬ 
tions. I will ride along with offi¬ 
cers in patrol and vice and all of 
the areas the police are involved 
in. I want to know how the Police 
Department works inside and out¬ 
side,” Norman said. 

Norman, the mother of six, 
grandmother of seven, and partner 
of attorney Karen Norman, has 
lived in San Francisco for 25 
years, and has a long and well- 
known record of community in¬ 
volvement, from founding the les¬ 
bian and gay liberation-era Les¬ 
bian Mothers Union to her role as 
Coordinator for Lesbian and Gay 
Health Services in the Health De¬ 
partment, and later her involve¬ 
ment with the Black Coalition on 
AIDS, Larkin Street Youth Center 
and other groups. 

Also a political activist, Nor¬ 
man was thrice a candidate for the 
Board of Supervisors, co-chair of 
the ’87 March on Washington, and 
most recently co-chair of the 
Stonewall 25 celebration and 
protest in New York City. 

Currently director of the Insti¬ 
tute for Community Health Out¬ 
reach, Norman says that her role as 
police commissioner fits with her 
history and current role as a com¬ 
munity advocate for people at high 
risk “for just about everything.” 

“Actions speak louder than 
words. I’m looking forward to this 
work and to meeting as many peo¬ 
ple as I can and talking to them 
about the issues and concerns they 
have, and understanding what 
their needs are.” 

Norman says that she under¬ 
stands activist concerns about po¬ 
lice abuse, but says that she thinks 
the Brown administration will 
bring “big, big changes,” heralded 
by Lau’s appointment and the 
forthcoming command staff ap¬ 
pointments. 

“We are moving into the 21st 
century, and yes, there may be 
some discomfort and some uproar. 


recognition and support and 
pledged to be in regular communi¬ 
cation with groups including les¬ 
bian and gay police groups, the 
police union and other groups 
such as Officers for Justice and 
the Women Officers Network. 

“I believe they have to be a 
part of the process,” Norman said, 
adding that she is aware of current 
training efforts in the department 
but doesn’t think they have been 
pro-active enough, and that the 
department needs to make a com¬ 
mitment to “retrain folks” in the 
department around the issues of 
crowd control and the use of 
weapons. 

Also calling for more pro-ac¬ 
tive training of officers around 
lifestyles and diversity issues, 
Norman said that she will also be 
meeting with and keeping in touch 
with community groups for input. 
“It’s important for the community 
to know who the leadership is, so 
people are able to participate and 
not just read about it. I also hope 
to see people at Police Commis¬ 
sion meetings/’ Norman said. 

In addition to the racial dis¬ 
crimination she’s experienced, 
Norman told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that, like any lesbian who 
has lived in San Francisco for two 
and a half decades, she knows 
first-hand what anti-gay and les¬ 
bian police abuse is all about. 

“I remember we’d be dancing 
at Kelly’s and a buzzer would go 
off, and we’d stop dancing and all 
of a sudden there’d be 200 dykes 
just standing around when police 
would show up. I remember going 
to Lucky’s club in the Haight 
when the paddy wagon would 
back up to the door. It wasn’t all 
that long ago.” T

Cinci’s Anti-Gay 
Law Blamed for 
$35M Loss

The Greater Cincinnati Con¬ 
vention & Visitors Bureau report¬ 
ed January 10 that a controversial 
sexual orientation law may have 
cost the city an estimated $35 mil¬ 
lion last year. 

Ten organizations canceled 
their conventions in the “Queen 
City,” and cited the reason as 
Cincinnati’s 1993 Issue 3 charter 
amendment that repeals or bans 
laws barring discrimination based 
on “homosexual, lesbian or bisex¬ 
ual orientation, status, conduct or 
relationship.” 

Three of the organizations also 
said the Dr. Albert Sabin Conven¬ 
tion Center was too small for 
them. 

Cincinnati lost $24.5 million 
when seven groups - the Ameri¬ 
can Library Association; the 
American Musicological Associa¬ 
tion; the Ohio Psychology Associ¬ 
ation; the American Statistical As¬ 
sociation; the American Historical 
Association; the American 
Speech, Language and Hearing 
Association; and the American 
Academy of Audiology - decided 
to forego meeting in the city be¬ 
cause of Issue 3. 

The three remaining groups, 
including the National Associa¬ 
tion of Social Workers, moved 


elsewhere with their estimated 
$10.5 million convention expen¬ 
ditures. 

“Many of the organizations 
that have canceled have human- 
rights by-law provisions within 
their organizations that prevented 
them from considering the situa¬ 
tion any further,” Beth Charlton, 
director of communications for 
the bureau, told United Press In¬ 
ternational. 

A federal judge ruled Issue 3 
unconstitutional, but last May the 
U.S. 6th Circuit Court of Appeals, 
in Cincinnati, upheld the amend¬ 
ment. Opponents have asked the 
U.S. Supreme Court to make a 
final determination about its con¬ 
stitutionality. 

“Any major American city that 
sees itself as a leader and as a 
major economic engine must be a 
tolerant community,” City Coun¬ 
cilman Tyrone Yates told the 
Cincinnati Enquirer. 

However, Phil Burress, chair¬ 
man of “Equal Rights Not Special 
Rights,” the group that led the 
fight to adopt Issue 3, said the bu¬ 
reau’s reports of lost tourism busi¬ 
ness was “economic blackmail.” 

“This is not a question of dol¬ 
lars, this is a question of public 
policy - and will Cincinnati be 
true to its high community stan¬ 
dards,” Burress said. ▼

I t's been a while since I've 
dropped a line from here in 
Sacto, but I've been busy 
watching the kids a lot. You 
know, the kids - the ones in the 
Legislature. It's tiring, repetitive, 
and hardly entertaining. In all 
they are, and promise to continue 
to be, the worst-behaved acting- 
out little bastards we've seen in 
years. 


Commentary 


After years of Willie Brown 
teaching the Republicans the 
meaning of guile and discipline, 
they're finally grasping the reins 
of power - and have promptly 
proceeded to strangle their own 
people with them. 

The ouster of freshman Re¬ 
publican Brian Setenich was ac¬ 
companied by stripping the pow¬ 
ers of the Speaker's office and 
placing the \ Republican-con¬ 
trolled Rules Committee in over¬ 
sight. It reminded me of the 
Visigoths (wasn't it?), who were 
not content with conquering the 
enemy, but were consumed with 
the need to erase all traces and ar¬ 
tifacts. Anyway, Visigoths or not, 
it's just plain savagery up there. 

Despite the years Republicans 
have spent denouncing the "Im¬ 
perial Speakership," with its con¬ 
trol over committees, staff, legis¬ 
lation, and money, and its power 
to help friends and punish ene¬ 
mies, it was still a high-profile 
office. Curt Pringle has not in¬ 
herited the same office, but 
rather a day care center of con¬ 
tentious, cranky little gnomes 
crippled by testosterone flashes. 
(Amazingly, that also applies to 
some of the women.) However, 
since Pringle is the Chair of the 
Rules Committee, in effect, he 
holds the same power and con¬ 
trol. The Reps managed to do it 
again: smoke, mirrors, rhetoric - 
all ending in the status quo. Re- 
publican-style. 

In the process, they are plan¬ 
ning to push through a conserva¬ 
tive legislative agenda which will 
dismantle environmental regula¬ 
tion and tort reform, which will 
seek tax cuts for the rich and fur¬ 
ther engorge the criminal justice 


system by providing the public 
with bigger and better circuses 
around anti-crime legislation. 

The Democrats are as power¬ 
less now as the Republicans were 
under Brown's reign. However, 
with only a one-seat majority the 
Republicans will have to turn 
some tricks to maintain their 
power in the face of the March 
1996 elections. A good part of the 
equation will be the internal 
struggles within Republican

ranks. The rest, of course, will 
depend upon the willingness of 
the electorate to save themselves, 
the state, and democracy. 

In the meantime, this week. 
Democratic staff people were 
locked out of offices and denied 
access to computers. Republicans 
charged that Democratic staffers 
were purging files and documents 
to cover up the excesses of Willie 
Brown's 14 year reign. Democ¬ 
rats are countercharging that Re¬ 
publicans are tampering with the 
computer system and altering his¬ 
tories of bills legislators will 
need in order to vote on current 
legislation. Democrats are asking 


for security systems to be put into 
place so that altering and deleting 
files will cease. 

A few days ago, there was joy 
in GOPville when a garbage 
truck in front of a state office 
building was purported to have 
hauled away Democratic cam¬ 
paign material from some of the 
offices. Republicans crowed 
about the illegality, the lack of 
ethics, the criminality involved— 
demonstrating once again their 
lack of capacity to understand the 
rules, since both Republican leg¬ 
islators Barbara Alby and Larry 
Bowler have registered PACs 
(political action committees) and 
both of them list their Capitol of¬ 
fice telephone numbers for the 
PACs! Go figure. 

The National Impact 

In addition to local elections, 
presidential politics is coloring 
the legislative picture, because 
California's electoral votes will 
be important, especially to Presi¬ 
dent Clinton's reelection. Califor¬ 
nia elections are going to be in¬ 
fluenced by the bad blood gener¬ 
ated in the speakership battles. 
Setenich will not go quietly - he 
had expected that people who 
gave their word to support his 
speakership would follow 
through, and they didn't. With the 
new kids on the block, traditional 
values don't seem to apply. 

The fact that Governor Pete 
Wilson and even House Speaker 
Newt Gingrich joined the arm- 
twisting in the “dump Setenich” 
effort was particularly distasteful. 
Setenich is a man of integrity. He 
brought sterling qualities to an in¬ 
stitution which is sorely lacking 
in any of them. Setenich is an eth¬ 
ical man, albeit somewhat naive - 
after all, he's only a freshman leg¬ 
islator, but he didn't deserve to be 
treated with such contempt and 
disrespect just because he was 
elected with some Democratic 
votes. 

So you can see things have 
been pretty hectic around here, 
and it looks like it'll get a lot 
worse before it gets better. If peo¬ 
ple around the state really begin 
to get fed up with the chaos and 
upheaval in this overpriced 
playpen, you folks might wake up 
some morning to find bus cara¬ 
vans descending on San Francis¬ 
co - all bearing huge signs read¬ 
ing, "FREE WILLY!" ▼

Ark Ministries, an Evangelical 
Christian church at 19th and Mis¬ 
sion streets, practices its own dis¬ 
tinctive brand of euphemistic dou¬ 
blespeak, in which gays and les¬ 
bians are labeled “the sexually 
confused” and transgender persons 
are said to exhibit “gender confu¬ 
sion.” The church, shepherded by 
soprano-voiced evangelical minis¬ 
ter Forest Beiser, offers those peo¬ 
ple a complete “sexual wholeness 
program” - or what is better 
known as an “ex-gay ministry.” 

The program is one of several 
in the Bay Area; the Vineyard and 
the Voice of Pentecost have oth¬ 
ers, and the San Francisco Church 
of Christ calls its program an 
“AIDS ministry.” Such groups are 
often led by men who “have left 
the gay lifestyle” (but never by 
former lesbians, since the Evan¬ 
gelicals do not ordain women 
ministers). These programs rarely 
prove successful, and most men 
return to the “homosexual 
lifestyle” fairly quickly. A recent 
scandal in which a Colorado “ex¬ 
gay” leader was accused of forc¬ 
ing other men to participate in 
phone sex is only the latest of sev¬ 
eral highly publicized incidents in 
which group leaders have had sex 
with their clients. 

At least one pair of “ex-gay” 
group leaders stopped the charade 
and finally settled down with each 
other as ex-ex-gays.

gays and lesbians, of course. Epis¬ 
copal Bishop William E. Swing of 
Grace Cathedral in San Francisco 
is one religious leader who ques¬ 
tions fundamentalists “who be¬ 
lieve one can switch their orienta¬ 
tion by seeking a higher power. 

‘To us,” he told the Bay Area 
Reporter, “orientation is such a 
deep mystery, whatever people, say 
who they are - we respect it. If 
someone says they’re homosexual 
we render them the dignity they de¬ 
serve, instead of saying they are 
corrupt.” 

Beiser, who apparently finds 
the question of sexuality somewhat 
less mysterious than does Swing, 
told the B.A.R. that rather than a 
matter of genetics, homosexuality 
“is a choice ... probably; there are 
a lot of influences - environmental, 
social, all very complicated.” 

He said he didn’t believe gays 
and lesbians are necessarily des¬ 
tined to Hell - “If they believe in 
Jesus they’re going to heaven,” is 
how he put it. When asked direct¬ 


ly about gays and lesbians of de¬ 
vout Christian faith who live in 
committed same-sex relation¬ 
ships, he replied, “I’m not here to 
say who’s going to heaven or hell. 
There’s sin in everybody’s life. 

“Sexual immorality is wrong - 
wherever it falls.” 

Beiser took time answering 
each question, especially when 
asked, “Since you refuse to an¬ 
swer if homosexuality is a sin, 
why does Ark Ministries have an 
ex-gay ministry in the first 
place?” 

“I didn’t go to Castro and cram 
it down their throats,” he respond¬ 
ed. “They [gays and lesbians] 
came to me and asked for my 
help. 

“We feed people, love people, 
we have people here with HIV. I 
don’t want anyone picketing me, 
but if you treat me with an open 
mind I’ll treat you with an open 
mind,” he said, adding that he does 
everything out of love, and he

Fight the Right 
Teach-In Next 
Thursday

On Thursday, January 25 long¬ 
time San Francisco gay political 
activist Paul Bernardino will 
speak at Trinity Episcopal Church 
about past and recent right wing 
and fundamentalist attacks on the 
gay community. 

The teach-in will present the 
history of the fanatical and well- 
organized campaigns, and will ex¬ 
plain how there is an overlap with 
movements advocating racism, 
nuclear proliferation, militias, and 
violence against abortion clinics. 

Bernardino, who said he has 
been politically active since 1969, 
credits his activism to his family 
background: his grandfather 

fought alongside the Zapatistas 
during Mexico’s revolution of 
1910. A Bay Area native, Bernardi¬ 
no was eventually influenced by 
the writings of Thomas Merton and 
by liberation theology. He was a 
conscientious objector during the 
Vietnam War and became active 
with the Gay Liberation Front and 
the Gay Sunshine Collective dur¬ 
ing the early seventies. 

In 1977 Bernardino infiltrated 


the anti-gay S.O.S. coalition and that 
same year wrote an article on his 
findings for the Bay Area Reporter. 

The subject of Bernardino’s 
talk will be right wing Christian 
conservative organizations such 
as Focus on the Family; Reverend 
Lou Sheldon’s Traditional Values 
Coalition; Pat Robertson’s Christ¬ 
ian Broadcasting Network; Exo¬ 
dus International; Love In Action; 
S.O.S. Ministries; Victory Out¬ 
reach; Vineyard Christian Fellow¬ 
ship; and others. 

The event will start promptly 
at 7 p.m. and will run until 10 
p.m., and is sponsored by Fight 
the Right and the Network 
Against War and Fascism. Pat 
Carey will give a presentation on 
the history of the pink triangle. 
Francis Collins will be featured on 
the guitar, and there will be an 
open mike. To obtain more infor¬ 
mation call (415) 487-5480. Any 
donation will be accepted at the 
door, and no one will be turned 
away for lack of funds.

Gay Liaison Robert 
Oakes Moves On

obert Oakes sits in the dis- 

mantled conference room 
"'-‘■I in Mayor Frank Jordan’s 
™ Si. chambers at the tempo¬ 
rary Van Ness Avenue City Hall 
looking somber. Two weeks after 
Jordan’s defeat, the room is all 
ugly carpet, moving boxes, and 
dusty bare walls. The citizen 
mayor’s tenure 
has ended, vox 
populi; and 
Oakes, like most 
other Jordan ad- 
ministration 
staffers and func¬ 
tionaries, must 
find a new job. 

“I’m very 
proud of the work 
that I’ve been able 
to accomplish for 
the administration 
on behalf of the 
lesbian and gay 
community and 
the AIDS/HIV 
community,” 

Oakes, Jordan’s liaison to the 
Board of Supervisors and the les¬ 
bian and gay community, said. 

“I’m proud of that record, and I 
think it will be the standard to 
meet in the future. But it’s sad to 
see a lot of people that you work 
with on a day-to-day basis, and 
who have devoted a lot of their 
time to making San Francisco a 
better place, now have to go out 
and do other things,” Oakes said. 

Oakes, an attorney, was also 
once a staffer for former U.S. Sen¬ 
ator Bob Matsui. He says there are 
major differences between work¬ 
ing for a mayor and a federal leg¬ 
islator. While there’s less day-to- 
day scrutiny of legislators by the 
press and constituents, local poli¬ 
tics really is the proverbial fish¬ 
bowl. 

“Here we’re dealing with local 
issues that everybody feels right 
away. Most citizens are experts in 
one form or another on most is¬ 
sues, from their perspectives. 
They’ve had some encounter with 
Muni, they’ve had some en¬ 
counter with the police. They’ve 
had trouble with the potholes or 
the roads or the downed trees or 
the garbage,” Oakes said. 

“It’s nuts and bolts issues, and 
the place where people have the 
greatest level of control over their 
government. There’s more partici¬ 
pation at the local level because 
the decisions directly affect peo¬ 
ple’s daily lives.” 

Oakes, who laughingly called 
himself “just a cog in the wheel in 
the Jordan administration,” said 
that he is most proud of the work 
Jordan accomplished related to 
AIDS and HIV. 

“Specifically, I think the ap¬ 
pointment of Mike Shriver, a na¬ 
tional expert on AIDS and HIV 
funding policy issues, to the 
Health Commission was substan¬ 
tial, considering that the year prior 
he had been arrested in the 
Mayor’s office for protesting 
health budget cuts.” 

Jordan’s commitment to HIV 
issues and lesbian and gay rights 
was never election-time pander¬ 
ing, Oakes said. He cited Jordan’s 
state and federal AIDS lobbying 
efforts, his declaration of a contin¬ 
ual local state of emergency which 
led to legal needle exchange, and 
support for medicinal use of mari¬ 
juana and the distribution of con¬ 
doms in public schools. 

In addition, Oakes pointed to 
Jordan’s statewide public support 
of domestic partners legislation 
and a federal gay civil rights bill. 


and his personal lobbying of all 
state governors and city mayors 
who had anti-gay initiatives. Jor¬ 
dan also traveled to the Gay 
Games in New York City in 1994 
and spoke at the opening festivi¬ 
ties in support of lesbian and gay 
rights, Oakes said. 

“This last year the Mayor host¬ 
ed gay community leaders at his 
home during Gay Pride Week, and

I’m very proud that the mayor of a 
major American city opened his 
own home to the community.” 

Oakes said that one of the most 
important things he learned on the 
job was that “nobody can claim 
the absolute moral truth. All dif¬ 
ferent sides have some piece of 
the truth there. I found that frus¬ 
trating at first, but I learned to be 
less doctrinaire and more collabo¬ 
rative. If you want to move a city 
and a movement forward, the les¬ 
bian and gay rights movement, 
you have to find and focus on 
those areas where there are agree¬ 
ments.” 

Oakes said that when he was 
hired by the administration, he hit 
the ground running and, the first 
week on the job, encountered one 
of the two “worst moments” he 
encountered in his two years in the 
post. The controversy involved 
Human Rights Commissioners 
Lawrence Wong and Rev. Eugene 
Lumpkin, who was under fire for 
his religious views about AIDS. 
Lumpkin was dismissed by Jordan 
after his comments supporting 
Biblical calls for the execution of 
homosexuals. 

“Shortly after I arrived on the 
job, I learned that the decision had 
been made prior to my arrival not 
to reappoint Lawrence Wong to 
the Commission,” Oakes said, 
frowning. “Even though I felt 
comfortable that the decision had 
been made exclusive of 
Lawrence’s opposition to Rev. 
Lumpkin, the message that was 
conveyed by the failure to reap¬ 
point him was that it was in retali¬ 
ation for his outspokenness about 
Rev. Lumpkin. It was terrible. I’d 
been there about two weeks, and I 
was not happy with the decision.” 

The second incident was the 
1995 New Year’s Eve police raid 
on Terence Alan’s private SoMa 
AIDS fundraiser. 

“[Police] Commissioner 
[Wayne] Friday and I had a meet¬ 
ing with Chief Ribera and the in¬ 
dividuals who were in charge that 
evening. The information we were 
told was in conflict with some of 
the information subsequently de¬ 
termined to be factual. That was 
unfortunate and difficult,” Oakes 
said. 

The former liaison won’t de¬ 
scribe for the record what the re¬ 
action in the Mayor’s office was 
when Jordan and key aides 
learned that although Chief of Po¬ 
lice Anthony Ribera had initially 
said six officers would face disci¬ 
plinary charges before the Com¬ 


mission, without the knowledge of 
Jordan only two officers were for¬ 
warded on charges. 

‘That was difficult, because of 
the circumstance we found our¬ 
selves in. The sad thing was the 
Mayor felt very strongly that all 
names should have been forward¬ 
ed,” Oakes said 

Jordan ordered Ribera to for¬ 
ward the charges against all the 
officers, including 
Southern Station 
Captain Michael 
Yalon, to the Com¬ 
mission for review, 
but Oakes said Jor¬ 
dan was unfairly 
slammed for play¬ 
ing election eve 
politics. 

Although Oakes 
is job-hunting, he 
also teaches a 
weekly class in dis¬ 
pute resolution as 
an adjunct profes¬ 
sor at Sacramento’s 
McGeorge School 
of Law. But he 
plans to remain in San Francisco. 

“I will return to the practice of 
law in some capacity,” he said. 
“And I’m going to nurture my 
soul, something you don’t get to 
do when you’re in the middle of it 
all. I love San Francisco. It’s pro¬ 
vided me with an opportunity to 
serve.” ▼

HIVCSre 
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New Round of ’96 
Victory Fund 
Candidates Announced

The field of candidates spon¬ 
sored by The Gay & Lesbian Vic¬ 
tory Fund for 1996 primary elec¬ 
tions is the largest in the group’s 
four-year history, according to 
their Executive Director David 
Clarenbach. “It represents an ex¬ 
traordinary breakthrough,” he told 
the Bay Area Reporter, “that there 
are a number of highly qualified 
and viable candidates running for 
the Congress of the United States 
as non-incumbents.” 

Even with the Victory Fund’s 
strong track record of picking gay 
candidates who can win an elec¬ 
tion - around 60 percent - gays 
and lesbians remain far less repre¬ 
sented than our actual numbers 
would indicate. Currently, less 
than one-quarter of one percent of 
all the ejected officials in the 
country are out gay, lesbian, bi¬ 
sexual, or transgender people, ac¬ 
cording to Clarenbach. 

Six Californians who are run¬ 
ning in the March 26 state prima¬ 
ry are included in the list of 15 in¬ 
dividuals: 

• Maddy Hirshfield, for the 
Sonoma County Board of Super¬ 
visors. She is a Sonoma County 
occupational therapist and activist 
who worked to get a domestic 
partnership clause passed last 
year. Hirshfield also helped get a 
Project 10 presentation made at a 
Santa Rosa high school - which 
required a vote before the Sonoma 
County School Board before it 
was allowed to proceed. She is a 
past member of the County 
Human Relations Commission, 
County Democratic Central Party, 
and the State Democratic Party. 

• Kevin McCarthy for San 
Francisco Superior Court. He is an 
attorney in the Alameda County 
Public Defender’s Office, a Hast¬ 
ings Law School professor, cur¬ 
rent board member of Bay Area 
Lawyers for Individual Freedom, 
and former board member at the 
ACLU. 

• Carole Migden for the Cali¬ 
fornia State Assembly. Current 
San Francisco Supervisor, former 
Health Commissioner and director 
of the Pacific Center in Berkeley, 
Migden understands a thing or two 
about human psychology and dy¬ 
namics. Despite alienating some 


gay and lesbian factions around 
town, Migden continues to be 
known as one of the most effective 
and smartest members of the board 
of supervisors - a distinction be¬ 
stowed on her in 1994 by her fel¬ 
low supes. She typically brings to 
her political life a knowledge of 
the issues and the people who need 
to be convinced about her position 
on them. No other contenders will 
likely appear on either the Repub¬ 
lican or Democratic tickets to op¬ 
pose Migden. If elected she will 
form an unstoppable and dynamic 
lesbian caucus with Assembly 
member Sheila Kuehl. 

• Gerrie Schipske for the Cali¬ 
fornia State Assembly. She is a 
registered nurse and health care 
attorney, and President of the 
Long Beach, California Commu¬ 
nity College Board. 

• Ken Yeager for the California 
State Assembly. An educator at 


San Jose State University and 
President of the San Jose/Ever¬ 
green Community College Board, 
Yeager co-founded the Bay Area 
Municipal Election Committee in 
1984. He has served on the Santa 
Clara General Planning Commit¬ 
tee, the County Strategic Vision 
Steering Committee and the Board 
of Supervisors’ Task Force on 
AIDS. 

• Rick Zbur for the 38th Dis¬ 
trict of the U.S. House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. He is an environmental 
attorney and was the first openly 
gay partner in the prestigious Los 
Angeles law firm of Latham & 
Watkins. Zbur is literate on many 
land use, transportation and envi¬ 
ronmental issues and serves on 
numerous commissions. 

Clarenbach also noted that 
openly gay Republican candidate 
Ron St. John is pro-choice, “run¬ 
ning in a state like Arizona.” ▼

Commission, will appoint openly 
gay people to an Army advisory 
council, and will offer an apology 
for Southard’s letter to the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Ammiano told the Board that 
his vote was a manner of con¬ 
science and that the Salvation 
Army had clearly demonstrated its 
bigotry. 

“To those who say what about 
the Catholic thing and the Luther¬ 
an thing and the Episcopal thing, I 
say so what about them,” Ammi¬ 
ano said, and he called for scruti¬ 
ny of all religious groups receiv¬ 
ing funds. 

In approving the release of the 
funds. Supervisor Susan Leal told 
the Bay Area Reporter that she be¬ 
lieved the Army had taken only “a 
first few baby steps” toward re¬ 
solving the anti-lesbian and gay 
issue, and pledged to continue to 
actively monitor the agency’s 
compliance.

thinks he is doing the right thing. 

San Francisco psychiatrist Dr. 
Sandhu Tejindar disagrees. “Such 
techniques can deal a very, very 
severe blow to one’s self-esteem,” 
he said. According to Tejindar, the 
approach used in those ministries 
is often confused with psy¬ 
chotherapy, but is more accurate¬ 
ly termed “group dynamics” or 
“group movements.” 

And although he said group 
dynamics can be healing if done 
well, he also cautioned that when 
they are used to undermine self¬ 
esteem by implying or stating the 
person is evil, they can elicit de¬ 
pression - and even suicide. 

Mark Bronnenberg, acting ad¬ 
ministrative director for Opera¬ 
tion Concern, a mental health 
clinic for lesbian, gay, and trajis- 
gender persons, agreed. “If het¬ 
erosexuals tried changing their 
sexuality,” he said, “that would be 
problematic, too.” ▼

A pioneer in the AIDS movement 
and a gay rights activist since the 1970’s, 
is now heading up the oldest viatical 
settlement company in America. Why? 



^ At first, I had some skepticism

U A s an openly gay man living in New York City in the 
70’s and 80’s, I experienced the exhilaration of gay 
liberation after Stonewall, and then despair as the AIDS 
epidemic cut down so many wonderful people in the 
prime of their lives. My lover Gary and I lost most of our 
close friends. 

“Before the AIDS crisis struck, as a young attorney I 
provided free legal services to gay rights activists, and in 
1977 became a Board member of the Lambda Legal 
Defense & Education Fund, the nation’s leading legal advo¬ 
cate for gay men and lesbians. Then, in the earliest years of 
the AIDS epidemic, I volunteered at the Gay Men’s Health 
Crisis, and from 1984 to 1990 served as a member of 
GMHC’s Board, fighting to get the government to recog¬ 
nize the crisis, provide money for AIDS research and care 
for the sick. I also co-founded and chaired the AIDS Action 
Council in Washington, D.C., the largest national effort to 
champion the needs of people with HIV and AIDS. Later, I 
served as Executive Director of AIDS Project Los Angeles, 
where I helped raise millions of dollars to assist people 
living with HIV/AIDS.

How to find lesbian-friendly health care 

Safe Docs

W hether you ask around 
or scan the growing li¬ 
brary of medical litera¬ 
ture on the subject, les¬ 
bians and bisexual women report 
that they have less access to health 
care than their straight counterparts, 
gynecological care in particular. 

Prejudice or lack of knowledge 
about lesbians by physicians is 
often the biggest problem. Three 
different strategies exist to over¬ 
come these barriers, including 
self-screening physicians, patients 
asking other lesbians for referrals, 
or going through one or more of 
the resource agencies in the Bay 
Area. 

Dealing with large HMOs can 
be harder, where physicians are 
more likely to remain closeted, or 
reluctant to identify as “lesbian- 
friendly,” but the B.A.R. talked to 
several health care providers and 
got advice on effectively dealing 
with small group practices or indi¬ 
vidual physicians. 

Lyon-Martin Health Services 
Executive Director Donna Canali 
said that even lesbians uninterest¬ 
ed in coming out to their provider 
on the first visit can do a simple 
screening test to avoid an annoy¬ 
ing or even traumatic trip to the 
doctor’s office. She suggested 
this: Without giving your name, 
during the first conversation with 
any staffperson in a specific doc¬ 
tor’s office you’re interested in, 
ask, “Do you have lesbian pa¬ 
tients?” Canali suggested that a re¬ 
sponse of “I don’t know” isn’t as 
bad as “No,” since the former in¬ 


dicates an openness and willing¬ 
ness, and the latter reflects igno¬ 
rance or bigotry, or both. Any kind 
of insensitivity to that simple 
question is a bad sign. 

Canali emphasized that asking 
a question like this isn’t unreason¬ 
able. “[Lesbians] are basically 
looking for the same thing in a 
doctor as anyone else, with the ad¬ 
dition that they want that person to 
be lesbian sensitive,” she said. 

“You probably will know 
things pretty quickly once you’re 
in the office,” she added. Reac¬ 
tions to the birth control question 
are a particular benchmark. If they 
assume, “Oh, so you’re not sexu¬ 
ally active,” or ask you if you’re 
worried about unwanted pregnan¬ 
cies, chances are you’ve got an in¬ 
experienced doc, or a homophobic 
one. 

Secondly, said Canali, spend 
some time calling other lesbians 
on the phone getting names and 
numbers of lesbian or lesbian- 
friendly doctors or clinics. She 
said that word-of-mouth is as 
good, if not better than relying on 
professional referrals from the nu¬ 
merous lesbian health resources 
around the Bay Area. You can ask 
agencies if they have gotten any 
feedback on a doctor that their 
physician recommended. 

“If it were me, I would find out 
from other lesbians,” said Honey 
Iserman of the Common Woman’s 
Health Project in Santa Rosa. “I 
think that’s the best way to know.” 

The Gay and Lesbian Medical 
Association (GLMA), formerly 
the American Association of 
Physicians for Human Rights, 


keeps a list of their member physi¬ 
cians that they will mail out for 
free referral service. The GLMA 
has physician members all across 
the U.S. and Canada, a spokesper¬ 
son told the B.A.R. “But especial¬ 
ly in the smaller towns, it’s not 
guaranteed that there will be a 
physician in their particular spe¬ 
cialty,” she cautioned. 

GLMA Executive Director 
Ben Schatz said, “We’re rich in re¬ 
sources compared to the rest of the 
country. That’s what’s scary.” He 
commented that it’s slightly easier 
to deal with one-on-one situations 
with physicians, and it gets more 
difficult once you are inside a 
large managed care system, like 
an HMO or insurance company 
with a specific list of doctors. “It’s 
one thing when you can call up the 
GLMA, but if they’re not in their 
health plan it doesn’t do any 
good.” 

Schatz said, “One of the cur¬ 
rent issues is how does a lesbian 
or gay man identify themselves 
and know that they are going to be 
dealt with in a knowledgeable, 
compassionate way. As far as I 
know, they won’t be able to steer 
you in any particular direction.” 

HMOs are an area where, said 
Schatz, “We really need a lot of 
pressure.” He said the GLMA is 
talking with an HMO on doing a 
focus group, but declined to name 
which one. 

A third option for lesbians 
seeking out health care for rou¬ 
tine care, or for something more 
serious, is to contact one or more 
of the agencies listed in the side- 
bar left. ▼ 


Possible treatment for cancer and AIDS 

Tests for Herb-derived 
Compound Begin

A biotechnology company is 
joining hands with government re¬ 
searchers to study a derivative of 
an ancient Chinese herbal medi¬ 
cine as a possible treatment for 


cancer and AIDS,company offi¬ 
cials announced January 12. 

Paracelsian, Inc., an Ithaca, 
N.Y. developer of drugs and can- 
cerdiagnostic techniques, will col¬ 
laborate with the National Can- 
cerlnstitute on studies of the com¬ 
pound PN355, which has shown 


preliminarypromise against 
human malignancies and retrovi¬ 
ral infections. 

PN355 is a member of a new 
class of antiviral compounds 
calledtyrosine kinase inhibitors, 
shown in studies to interfere with

The 
kick-off party, put on by the 
Academy of Friends, took place 
Tuesday, January 16 at the Co¬ 
conut Grove, located at 1415 Van 
Ness Ave. 

The Academy of Friends also 
presented the fundraiser last year, 
in conjunction with their corpo¬ 
rate sponsor Nordstrom. The 1995 
Oscar Night Gala raised 
$250,000, with 100 percent of the 
proceeds distributed to Bay Area 
HIV/AIDS organizations.

$10,000, with payment arrange¬ 
ments available.

A study of 279 HIV/AIDS pa¬ 
tients with cytomegalovirus 
(CMV) retinitis showed that com¬ 
bining two well-known anti viral 
drugs works better than using 
them individually. When patients 
who had already received dosages 
of common anti-CMV drugs fos- 
camet or ganciclovir, and had ex¬ 
perienced a relapse, were given 
dosages of both, it was controlled 
for four months. Patients receiv¬ 
ing either drug alone remained 
healthy for only one to two 
months. 

The downside is that adminis¬ 
tering both drugs costs more, 
takes longer and can have more

Robert Bray of the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
echoed the predictability of 
Knight’s action. South Dakota, 
Alaska and Utah have all made 
legislative preemptive strikes 
against same-sex marriages. Of 
these, only Utah’s still stands. 

It’s too early to tell which way 
the courts will decide on these 
same-sex marriage bans, because 
the Hawaii State Supreme Court 
hasn’t yet come out with its ruling. 
In May 1993, the Supreme Court 
announced that they will rule in 
favor of legalizing same-sex mar¬ 
riages unless the state can prove a 
“compelling” state interest. 

“Among other things, the full 
faith and credit in the U.S. Con¬ 
stitution has not been tested, be¬ 
cause the case in Hawaii has not 
even passed,” Bray said. At that 
time, there will be an accurate 
legal reading, he said. “For now, 
it’s a legal ambiguity. 

“Clearly what (Knight) is seiz¬ 
ing on are emotional flashpoint is¬ 
sues: gays and marriage, gays and 
youth, and gays and education are 
the flashpoints that we can expect 
the Assembly to bring forward 
this year,” he said. ▼

side effects, said UC San Francis¬ 
co ophthalmologist Dr. James 
O’Donnell, who was a principal 
investigator of the UCSF trial. He 
said, “This study is an important 
advance in the treatment of CMV, 
a chronic, destructive eye infec¬ 
tion that causes blindness if it is 
not controlled.” According to 
some studies up to 40 percent of 
AIDS patients contract CMV, 
which can also infect the colon, 
lung and other organs. 

AMFAR, the American 
Foundation for AIDS Research, 

has come out with a 17-city ad 
campaign designed to put the 
reader in the other guy’s shoes. 
Coincidentally it was the brain¬ 
child of footwear designer Ken¬ 
neth Cole. 

The “If” campaign includes 
“what if’ scenarios aimed at a so¬ 
ciety that still thinks AIDS cannot 
touch them or their loved ones. 
The ads will be framed against a 


simple black-and-white back¬ 
ground, all repeating a similar 
“what if’ refrain: “If your Mom 
had AIDS, If your Dad had AIDS, 
If the President had AIDS,” and 
so on followed by a call for an 
AIDS cure. 

Cole’s and AMFAR’s cam¬ 
paign quickly became controver¬ 
sial when one of the ads that was 
designed to get Catholics think¬ 
ing— “If the Pope had AIDS, 
he’d need more than just your 
prayers”— garnered too much of 
the wrong kind of publicity to do 
them much good. Cole had this to 
say: “We feel that the purpose of 
this campaign, the call for 
reawakened concern for AIDS re¬ 
search, would be overshadowed 
by the controversy this ad may 
create. We will not jeopardize this 
campaign by opening it to such 
dissent.” The Pope ad was pulled. 
The remaining ads will appear on 
billboards, posters and in print 
media. ▼

Forman Brown 

1901 - 1996 

Forman Brown, author of the 1933 
pioneering gay novel Belter Angel and 
1988 recipient of 
the LA Drama 
Critics Circle’s 
Lifetime Achieve¬ 
ment Award, 
passed away Janu¬ 
ary 10 at his home 
in Los Angeles. He 
had just turned 95. 

Bom in Ot¬ 
sego, Michigan, 
Brown published 
Better Angel under 
the pseudonym 
Richard Meeker. 
The book’s content was considered “a 
sensitive subject^’ a euphemism for gay 
material. The novel soon disappeared 
from print. 

In 1987, Alyson Publications reis¬ 
sued the book to considerable praise, 
and Brown stepped forward to identify 
himself as its author. Better Angel is 
considered to be the first novel pub¬ 
lished in the United States that depicts 
gay characters in a positive and realistic 
light. 

Brown was also a founder - along 
with life partner Richard “Roddy” 
Brandon and second cousin Harry Bur¬ 
nett - of the Yale Puppeteers, which 
began in the early 1920s and toured ex¬ 
tensively though the 1930s. The trio 
went on to found the popular Turnabout 
Theatre in Los Angles in 1941, which 
staged 4,535 performances, many of 
them featuring Elsa Lanchester, until it 
closed in 1956. 

In addition, Brown was the author 
of The Generous Jefferson Bartleby 
Jones (Alyson Wonderland, 1991), a 
children’s book. ▼

Paul D. Hardman, Ph.D., comman¬ 
der of the Alexander Hamilton Post

condition. 

Mr. Hardman 
had distinguished 
careers in an¬ 
tiques, banking 
and publishing. He 
was a prolific 
writer and a schol¬ 
ar of history and the law. 

Bom in New York, Hardman moved 
to the San Francisco Bay Area when he 
was five. In 1940, he joined the Navy 
and served in the Pacific Theatre. He 
was honorably discharged in 1945. 

In the post-war years, Hardman op¬ 
erated an antiques shop with his partner, 
Warren Kopp. He then went into bank¬ 
ing and became a vice president of 
Crocker Bank. In the 1970s and early 
’80s, Hardman published the California 
Voice, one of the leading newspapers of 
the gay community in San Francisco. 
Upon his retirement in 1984, he found¬ 
ed the Alexander Hamilton Post, the 
first predominantly lesbian/gay Ameri¬ 
can Legion post in the nation. 

Hardman is survived by his lifetime 
companion, Warren Kopp; brothers, 
Joseph and Barry; and sister, Jean Lan- 
gan.

South Africa AIDS 
Activist Murdered

San Francisco AIDS activists 
are mourning the brutal Decem¬ 
ber 3 murder of internationally 
renowned Cape Town South 
African gay and AIDS activist 
John Pegge. 

Pegge, a 52-year-old PWA, the 
former director of services for 
AIDS Support and Education 
Trust (ASET), was found stran¬ 
gled to death at his home. 

Police suspect that Pegge’s 
killer may have been a rough 
trade sex partner, according to re¬ 
ports. 

Pegge was a senior health offi¬ 
cial in the South African Depart¬ 
ment of Health for almost a 
decade before his 1977 appoint¬ 
ment as the National Director of 
NICRO, the South African Na¬ 
tional Institute of Crime Preven¬ 
tion and Rehabilitation. 

In 1990, Pegge, a social work¬ 
er who had been working with 
people with HIV and AIDS since 
the beginning of the epidemic, 
founded ASET in order to create a 
national infrastructure to serve 
marginalized South African popu¬ 
lations at risk for AIDS and HI V. 

Pegge established the first 
South Africa anonymous test site 
and a medical and social services 
clinic that provided STD and 
AIDS treatment, including home 
care for the terminally ill, and a 
subsidized pharmacy. 

A prolific author, Pegge also 


published more than a dozen arti¬ 
cles about counseling people with 
AIDS and sexual minorities in 
local and international journals. 

“Many people in San Francis¬ 
co have known John for years as 
he relentlessly engaged in con¬ 
necting Bay Area groups to the re¬ 
ality of HIV in a third world set¬ 
ting,” said ACT UP/Golden Gate 
spokesman Nadine Lurie in a 
press statement. 

Activists say the scope of 
Pegge’s efforts was staggering 
and included prevention pro¬ 
grams, safe sex workshops, pre- 
and post- test counseling, guide¬ 
lines for physicians, consent and 
confidentiality issues— and ad¬ 
vocating and creating access to 
clinical trials and expanded treat¬ 
ment options. 

“John acted as ‘the’ national 
resource regarding HIV and AIDS 
in South Africa and was one of 


the first openly gay men in the en¬ 
tire country,” Lurie said. 

He worked closely with Bay 
Area AIDS service organizations 
including Mobilization Against 
AIDS, The Healing Alternative 
Foundation, ACT UP Golden 
Gate (Link Committee), and Pro¬ 
ject Inform. 

Pegge was the South Africa 
coordinator of the annual Interna¬ 
tional AIDS Memorial Candle¬ 
light Vigil, according to MAA 
spokesman Ben Carlson. 

“He was very dedicated and he 
was a hell of a guy,” Carlson told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “John was 
responsible for getting Archbish¬ 
op Desmond Tutu to speak at the 
Cape Town observance of the 
candlelight vigil. He was respon¬ 
sible for getting (South African 
president) Nelson Mandela to 
issue a statement in support of the 
observance/’^

T he AIDS Drug Assistance Program (ADAP) is a state as¬ 
sistance program to provide AIDS drugs to people who 
cannot get them through conventional insurance or who 
cannot afford them.

A Warty Problem

H uman papilloma virus 
(HPV), long known to 
cause warts, is the focus 
of increasing research 
and concern in the medical com¬ 
munity. Like many other diseases, 
HPV becomes more aggressive in 
people with compromised im¬ 
mune systems, including those 
with HIV and AIDS. Using new 
techniques in molecular biology, 
scientists have linked HPV to 
cancers of the cervix, rectum, 
anus, mouth, throat, and sinuses. 

HPV is generally transmitted 
by direct contact or contact with 
infected objects, but other modes 
of transmission have been docu¬ 
mented. Generally, HPV strains 
are site-specific; for example, 
HPV types 16 and 18 primarily 
affect the genitals while types 13 
and 32 affect the mouth. In per¬ 
sons who are immunocompro¬ 
mised, exceptions to this rule are 
common. 

Genital warts, also known as 
condyloma acuminata, are gen¬ 
erally considered to be a sexual¬ 
ly transmitted disease (STD). 
While HPV is sexually transmit¬ 
ted, safer sex precautions offer 
only limited protection. Male 
condoms, covering only some or 
all of the penis, still permit con¬ 
tact between the skin of the 
groin, genital, and peri-anal 
areas. Further, HPV is highly re¬ 
sistant to spermicides such as 
nonoxynol-9. 

Like many infections, HPV 
can reactivate as HIV damages 
the immune system. One large 


study of HIV-infected women 
found that warts begin reappear¬ 
ing at CD4 counts over 500, and 
become progressively more se¬ 
vere and refractory to treatment as 
CD4 counts decline. Several large 
studies, including one done by the 
Denver Department of Health, 
have found that as CD4 counts 
fall, HPV DNA is increasingly in¬ 
corporated into cellular DNA. 
The incorporation of HPV DNA 
into cells is a precursor to both fu¬ 
ture warts and cancer. 

Link to cancer 

Warts can progress to more se¬ 
rious conditions, such as cervical 
and anorectal carcinoma. Upon 
biopsy, warts frequently show 
early signs of dysplasia (for ex¬ 
ample, Bowenoid papulosis). 
Dysplasia, the medical term for 
abnormal cell growth, can be 
viewed as a spectrum, starting 
with normal cells on one end and 
dysplasia grades one through 
three representing increasingly 
severe abnormalities. Warts repre¬ 
sent Yery mild dysplasia, while 
some sources believe that grade 3 
dysplasia characterizes anal can¬ 
cer. Dysplasia involving the anus 
or cervix is sometimes called anal 
intraepithelial neoplasia (AIN) or 
cervical intraepithelial neoplasia 
(CIN), respectively. 

In the general population, anal 
cancer is more common among 
women than men. Explanations 
include receptive anal intercourse 
and migration of HPV from the 
cervix. Women with a history of 
cervical dysplasia or cancer are at 
increased risk for anal dysplasia. 
In the United States, the anal can¬ 
cer rates are rising at 2.0% per 
year among women and 2.3% per 
year among men. In the San 
Francisco Bay area, the incidence 
of anal cancer among single, 
never-married men increased 
seven-fold between 1973 and 
1989. Other studies have detected 
as much as a forty-fold increase in 
incidence. 

At present, anal examinations 
are only performed in response to 
a specific patient complaint: pain, 
bleeding, visible warts, etc. No 
equivalent to the routine gyneco¬ 
logical exam, which includes 
manual examination and cervical 
cancer screening, exists. Cervical 
cancer screening, also known as 
the Pap smear, has reduced the in¬ 
cidence of invasive cervical carci¬ 
noma by 80% compared with 
1950 levels. By detecting abnor¬ 
malities early, physicians can ef¬ 


fectively treat them, preventing 
progression to invasive cervical 
cancer, a condition that frequently 
carries a grim prognosis. 

Many researchers believe that 
routine screening of men and 
women who have a history of 
genital warts, cervical dysplasia 
or receptive anal intercourse, or 
who are HIV-positive, would help 
prevent anal cancer. The cervical 
pap smear can be easily adapted 
to anal screening. The physician 
inserts a moist Dacron swab into 
the rectum then simultaneously 
rotates and withdraws it while 
placing pressure on the anal 
canal. The swab is then smeared 
on a slide, fixed (preserved) with 
alcohol, and sent off for analysis. 
If abnormalities are found, the 
physician would insert an 
anoscope to examine and poten¬ 
tially biopsy any lesions. Warts 
and dysplasia would then be treat¬ 
ed initially and as they recur. 

Left untreated, warts will con¬ 
tinue to spread, increasing the risk 
of cancer. For both aesthetic and 
health reasons, it is important that 
warts be aggressively treated. 
Upon visual examination using an 
anoscope or sigmoidoscope, anal 
dysplasia is frequently mistaken 
for anal warts, and treated using 
the same methods. 

Warts are generally treated 
using methods that are unpleasant 
and surprisingly low-tech. Com¬ 
mon methods include electro¬ 
cautery (burning off with an elec¬ 
tric needle) under local or general 
anesthesia, topical treatment with 
caustics such as podophyllin or 
trichloroacetic acid, freezing with 
liquid nitrogen, or surgical exci¬ 
sion. These procedures can cause 
localized tissue damage, damage 
that is particularly slow to heal 
among people with AIDS. 

Limited treatments 

Drug treatments are limited at 
best. Two commonly used drugs 
are 5-fluorouracil (5-FU, Efudex) 
and interferon. Interferon-alpha 
(Intron A, Alferon N) is approved 
by the Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration (FDA) for treating warts, 
some Kaposi’s sarcoma lesions 
and other some other conditions. 
While effective, it is expensive 
and must be injected directly into 
the wart, a painful and sometimes 
awkward task. 5-fluorouracil is a 
chemotherapy drug which, when 
used as a topical cream, can help 
prevent wart recurrence. It is also 
being studied for treating high-

grade cervical dysplasia in 
women. 

By effectively treating warts 
and HPV infection, it may be pos¬ 
sible to prevent progression to 
dysplasia and cancer. At present, 
there are several new treatments 
being developed.

Accutane, a drug approved for 
acne, has shown clinical benefit 
in the treatment of anal dysplasia, 
warts, eosinophilic folliculitis, 
and KS lesions, either singly or

that mandate. 

“The district court had failed to 
respect the balance (of competing 
interests) that Congress had 
struck” in crafting DADT, said 
Kneedler. 

Judge Pierre N. Leval (Clinton 
appointee) was concerned that a 
statement alone is enough to boot 
someone from the military be¬ 
cause it indicates a “propensity” to 
engage in “prohibited 
(homosexual) acts.” 

“Does that go back 
for all time,” say to the 
age of 15, he asked. 

Kneedler respond¬ 
ed, “I don’t think the 
policy would categori¬ 
cally rule it out,” but 
advised that “distance 
in time would be a 
factor.” He thus ad¬ 
mitted that the policy reached be¬ 
yond the military to affect civil¬ 
ians as well. 

Leval expressed concern for 
the “chilling effect” on speech 
“far beyond the borders of the mil¬ 
itary.” Does it apply “forever,” 
even after a member has left the 
service? 

That is “yet unanswered,” 
Kneedler replied. There is “no of¬ 
ficial policy decision at this 
point.” 

Grounded in Prejudice 

Judge John M. Walker Jr. 
(Bush appointee and a cousin) 
thought the “reasoning (for the 
policy was) grounded in the preju¬ 
dice of heterosexuals. Is that the 
rationale?” he asked. 

Kneedler “fundamentally dis¬ 
agreed.” He said that “Congress 
had thoroughly examined” the 
issue and had based the law on 
concerns for privacy that would 


“undermine unit cohesion” and 
prohibit homosexual acts. 

He spoke of integrating women 
into the military as a parallel. Here 
they “solve(d) the problem of sex¬ 
ual tension” by keeping them 
apart. 

Kneedler also argued that the 
“district court was in error in even 
entering the case,” because there 
was no discharge. The court 
should have waited until adminis¬ 
trative remedies within the mili¬ 
tary had been exhausted. He 
called the case “a very abstract 


challenge to the prohibition.” 

However, when pressed by the 
judges, he admitted that military 
courts could entertain only proce¬ 
dural challenges to the policy, not 
the constitutional ones which are 
the basis for this suit. 

Matthew Coles, director of the 
Lesbian and Gay Rights Project at 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU), argued for the 
plaintiffs. He said the policy was 
meant “to prevent communica¬ 
tion. The military is saying, we are 
going to shut them up—always 
and forever.” 

Judge Walker raised the hypo¬ 
thetical parallel of a white su¬ 
premacist in the military who said 
he wished to see all blacks dead. 
Could the Pentagon not separate 
him from the military? 

“If he said, ‘I am a racist,’ there 
would be no action,” Coles 
replied. “But if he moved (beyond 
speech) to actions, they would 


apply general conduct regula¬ 
tions.” They would have to evalu¬ 
ate “on a case by case basis.” He 
called DADT “unique.” 

( Sexual Tension’ 
Argument 

Coles reminded the court that 
the military “does not claim gays 
and lesbians are any more likely to 
violate” sexual prohibitions with¬ 
in the Uniform Code of Military 
Justice. 

He attacked the “sexual ten¬ 
sion” argument by saying that sep¬ 
aration of men and 
women really isn’t a 
parallel to homosex¬ 
uals and heterosexu¬ 
als. He readily con¬ 
ceded that society 
does separate men 
and women, and the 
military aped these 
patterns. But “cul¬ 
tural separation (of 
homosexuals) does 
not exist within our broader soci¬ 
ety.” Therefore, he concluded, 
there is no need for it in the mili¬ 
tary. 

Walker returned to the issue of 
deference to Congress and the 
military. “Why should judges in¬ 
ject themselves into this?” he 
asked. 

Coles replied, “If we say there 
is no judicial role, then we should 
give up the principle that people in 
the military have any constitution¬ 
al rights at all.” 

Kneedler came back for a brief 
rebuttal period. He reminded the 
court that it had been the military 
itself that had moved to desegre¬ 
gate the armed forces, not the 
courts. 

Judge Wilfred Feinberg (John¬ 
son appointee and former chief 
judge of the circuit) asked, “If the 
military changed its mind today 
and decided to have a racially seg¬ 
regated force, would the court stay

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out?” 

Kneedler conceded, “I would 
think not.” 

Judge Leval listed many of the 
activities—such as going to a gay 
bar or marching in a gay rights pa¬ 
rade—as allowed under the regu¬ 
lations. “But it only moves against 
the one who says, ‘I am gay.’” 

( An Accommodation’ 

Kneedler described the policy 
as “an accommodation” to privacy 
of homosexuals and heterosexu¬ 
als, and the needs of the military. 

Judge Walker asked, “What is 
the justification for prohibiting 
sexual acts far beyond those of 
heterosexuals, such as hand hold¬ 
ing?” 

For Kneedler it was the threat¬ 
ened privacy, the “ripple effect of 
heightened anxiety” of heterosex¬ 
uals. 

After oral arguments, Michele 
Benecke, co-director of the Ser- 


vicemembers Legal Defense Net¬ 
work, called DADT “a gag order” 
on lesbians and gays. She com¬ 
pared it to sexual harassment of 
women both in and outside of the 
military. “It is the most astounding 
case of blaming the victim that 
I’ve ever heard.” 

Beatrice Dohm, co-council on 
the Able case and legal director 
with the Lambda Legal Defense 
and Education Fund, summarized 
the main objective of the case: 
“We want to be able to serve under 
the same set of rules that everyone 
else serves under.” 

Most observers believe the 
Second Circuit will uphold the 
earlier decision ruling DADT un¬ 
constitutional. Their decision is 
not expected until the spring. 

A decision in the other lead 
challenge to the ban, the Fourth 
Circuit appeal of Thomasson v. 
Perry, is expected sooner, possibly 
as early as next month. ▼

thepathological changes produced 
in cells by the human immunode- 
ficiencyvirus, HIV, which causes 
acquired immune deficiency syn¬ 
drome, AIDS. 

A National Institutes of Health 
study noted HIV-generated sig¬ 
nals maycontribute to the destruc¬ 
tion of the critical T-cells, ulti- 
matelydepleting the disease-fight¬ 
ing immune system. Another 
study linked thedestructive effects 
of HIV with enhanced activation 
of a family of celldivision control 
enzymes called cyclin-dependent 
kinases, or CDKs. 

A study last June found that 
PN355 augments the inhibition of 
HIVinfection when used in com¬ 
bination with AZT, the drug com¬ 
monly used as afirst line of de¬ 
fense against the deadly disease. 

And, in a study last month, re¬ 
ported in the Proceedings of theN- 
ational Academy of Sciences, 
NIH investigators reported that 
HIV-infected T-cells accumulate 
high levels of cdkl and cyclin B, 
whichwere “strongly associated” 
with cell-killing by the AIDS 
virus. 

“This study is the first to de¬ 
fine how AIDS kills immune 
cells,”said Dr. David Cohen, se¬ 
nior scientist at the National Insti¬ 
tute of Child Health and Human 
Development.“Initial observa¬ 
tions on the putative mechanism 
of action of PN355by Paracelsian 
and the conclusions of the PNAS 
report will be combinedfor in- 
vivo and in-vitro studies on the 
use of PN355 for the treatmentof 
breast and prostate cancers and 
AIDS.” 

“Our common goal will be to 
evaluate and develop compounds 
in earlysafety and efficacy - Phase 
I and II - trials for human malig¬ 


nancies andretroviral infections,” 
said Paracelsian President and 
Chief ExecutiveOfficer Keith 
Rhodes. ‘These compounds will 
be identified throughscreening of 
our library of 2,800 Traditional 
Chinese Medicine extracts. 

‘The agreement will speed up 
studies of PN355 and related com¬ 
pounds aspossible treatments for 
HIV and cancers of the breast and 
prostate,” saidDr. Genoveffa 
Franchini, a key AIDS researcher 
at NCI who will lead thecollabo- 
rative effort. 

‘The (extract) safety profiles 
and benefits have been document¬ 
ed inclinical settings in China,” 
Rhodes said. 

Studies have shown PN355 in¬ 
hibits HIV replication through an 
entirelynew mechanism of action, 
said John Babish, chief science 
officer atParacelsian. 

Later this month, 10 HIV-in¬ 
fected patients and three 
healthyindividuals will take part 
in a trial of PN355 as an AIDS 
treatment atBastyr University in 
Seattle. 

‘This clinical trial, a signifi¬ 
cant milestone in thecommercial- 
ization of PN355, also suggests 
the rapidity with which Paracel¬ 
sian can move compounds from 
the laboratory into the 
clinic,’’Rhodes said, noting 
PN355 is being tested on humans 
only one year afterits discovery. 

The 90-day Phase I test will 
evaluate the safety of escalating 
dosesof the compound. Follow-up 
studies are expected to begin late 
in theyear, assuming all goes well 
with the earlier trials. 

‘The trial will afford us the op¬ 
portunity to gather clinical data 
onthis promising herb extract,” 
said Carlo Calabrese, chairman of 
theresearch department at Bastyr. 
“Long-term, our goal will be tode- 
termine how PN355 can con¬ 
tribute to AIDS management.” ▼

“It’s becoming clear that anti¬ 
gen-specific CTLs can play an im¬ 
portant role in how the body de¬ 
fends itself against viral 
pathogens and even tumors,” 
Parker said. 

In a recently completed clini¬ 
cal trial of this approach for the 
prevention of cytomegalovirus in¬ 
fection, all of the bone marrow 
transplant patients who received 
the therapy were protected from 
the onset of the disease.

A ttempts to determine the cause 
of the Holocaust usually go 
back only as far as the after- 
math of World War I, with Ger¬ 
many’s dissatisfaction with the terms 
of its surrender and its subsequent eco¬ 
nomic decline gradually paving the 
way for the emergence of Hitler.

ell. Variety has just 
published its list of 
box-office winners and 
losers of 1995 and 
there’s little to be happy about. 
Seems pretty clear the masses still 
aren’t interested in letting us share 
the silver screen. Jeffrey earned 
only $3.5 million, which may 
sound like a lot until you realize 
that Batcrap Forever grossed 
$184 million and Casper $100 
million. Priest , which everyone 
thought would cross over and do 
well, earned just a little over $4.1 
million, inching only dollars 
ahead of a 29-year-old reissue of 
Luis Bunuel’s Belle de Jour , 
which made a cool $4 million. The 
critically-acclaimed Strawberry 
and Chocolate grossed slightly 
over $2 million, but The Incredi¬ 
bly True Adventure of 2 Girls In 
Love earned only $1.9 million;

19; call 863-1087 for showtimes) 
of Who Killed Pasolini? The film 
by Marco Tiillio Giordana is a 
clear-headed docudrama about 
one of Italy’s murkiest unsolved 
mysteries, the homicide of poet- 
filmmaker Pier Paolo Pasolini, 
whose murderer or murderers bru¬ 
tally assaulted him and then ad¬ 
ministered the coup de grace of 
running his car over him. 

Right before his death, Pasolini 
had alleged that he had the goods 
on corrupt new-Fascist govern¬ 
ment officials and others. Many 
thought his murder was retribution 
for this and other statements. A 
lone hustler he’d picked up was 
convicted of the crime, but a 
forensic expert hired by Pasolini’s 
lawyer made a strong case via the 
physical evidence that it was im¬ 
possible for one person to have 
committed the crime. 


The man accused of the crime 
in Who Killed Pasolini? 


Rather than enumerate the many 
and mostly inconclusive conspiracy 
theories that emerged after the 
artist’s death. Who Killed Pasolini? 
focuses on the factors that influence 
the investigation — among them 
homophobia (someone high up in 
the police department calls it “fag¬ 
got stuff’), laziness, stupidity, the 
’70s Italian mindset that accepted 
corruption, and anger at Pasolini for 
his political views. The film plays 
out like a sophisticated Unsolved 
Mysteries episode — it’s engross¬ 
ing on that level, yet is also an ac¬ 
complished piece of cinema.

United States and Europe. When I 
met with him last week for a 9 
a.m. meeting in his suite at the Pan 
Pacific Hotel, he had already done 
an early morning television spot. 
Sir Ian, as he prefers to be ad¬ 
dressed, is understandably a bit 
tentative about all this fuss, but he 
does have a long history of ac¬ 
claim. He has won umpteen 
British stage awards, was knight¬ 
ed in 1990, and is considered by 
many to be the greatest living 
Shakespearean actor. Tall, trim 
and natty, he wears his 56 years 
very well. Sir Ian is an easy inter¬ 
view, disarming and cordial. He 
has all the answers and even apol¬ 
ogizes for smoking. 

Matthew Kennedy: How did 
the idea of setting Richard III in 
fascist Europe evolve? 

Ian McKellen: Almost without 
exception I’ve done Shakespeare 
in some sort of modem dress. This 
makes the story more understand¬ 
able to modem audiences. Actors 
stop wearing costumes and start 
wearing clothes. Audiences take 
the action a bit more seriously. 
Modem dress can clarify the per¬ 
son — rich or poor, army or civil¬ 
ian, it’s all revealed in their 
clothes. Why the ’30s? Because it 
was the most recent period in 
British history when there might 
have been a dictatorship and [be¬ 
cause] much of Europe was falling 
to fascism of one sort or another. 

MK: Your new movie Restora¬ 
tion is also due out shortly ? 

IM: Yes, it was filmed in 1994 
in England, and I got the chance to 
play Robert Downey, Jr.’s servant. 


I was preparing to do Richard III 
and turning down theater work in 
order to get used to the camera. I 
did a lot of smallish parts in other 
people’s movies. I greatly admire 
Robert and we became friends. 

MK: It didn’t damage your 
friendship that you played his ser¬ 
vant in Restoration and then had 
him iced in Richard III? 

IM: (laughs) No, I think that 
rather appealed to him. I supported 
him in his leading role and he sup¬ 
ported me in mine. Actors, most 
actors, are really rather nice people. 

MK: You've also got Rasputin 
coming up on HBO. 

IM: I expect they’ll premiere it 
to coincide with the burial of the 
royal family. I play Nicholas II, 
Alan Rickman {Sense and Sensi¬ 
bility) is Rasputin, Greta Scacchi 
{The Player ) is the Tsarina 


Alexandra. We filmed it in St. Pe¬ 
tersburg. 

MK: How did you approach the 
role of Nicholas II? History por¬ 
trays him as a great family man 
who had no business being tsar. 

IM: Once you’ve got the script, 
research is not really in order be¬ 
cause you’re likely to discover 
things about the character that 
script writers decided not to in¬ 
clude. It can be a bit misleading to 
discover he had a false leg or 
something. As for his leadership, 
when someone holds a hereditary 
position it is likely that they won’t 
be much good at the job. He cer¬ 
tainly took it very seriously and 
touchingly believed that he had an 
intimate relationship with the peo¬ 
ple. He didn’t, of course. He was a 
bit bewildered, but a man of con¬ 


science. Do you know he didn’t 
even have a secretary? He was 
running the biggest empire in the 
world and he had to personally 
give permission to people who 
wanted to change their names or 
get divorced. 

MK: Can you summarize the 
difference between film, television 
and theater acting? 

IM: Well, there’s a huge differ¬ 
ence between theater and films. In 
films and television, the audience 
arrives after it has taken place and 
they can’t affect it. I wouldn’t say 
there’s a qualitative difference be¬ 
tween the two, though I’m more 
used to theater and I miss being in 
the presence of an audience when 
I’m filming. On the other hand, 
you can get it right and decide 
what you’re going to do. In film, 
the actor loses some control in that 
he can’t decide what will and 
won’t be included, unless he hap¬ 
pens to be the co-screenwriter, ex¬ 
ecutive producer and is playing 
the leading part (smiles). For me, 
in that position with Richard III , 
any of the disadvantages of film¬ 
ing were removed because I could 
know what was going on at all 
times. And in my experience, act¬ 
ing in films is extremely badly 
paying (tongue moves to cheek). 
That’s it! The real difference be¬ 
tween the three is what you get 
paid. I think it was Trevor 
Howard, or somebody like that, 
who said that you did films for the 
money, you did television to be¬ 
come famous and you did theater 
because you were an actor. 

MK: Did you ever imagine that 
coming out would have such a 
huge impact? 


IM: The people who got me out 
are your fellow citizens Armistead 
Maupin and his lover Terry Ander¬ 
son. I fell in with the two of them, 
and on a late night at their home I 
was talking about coming out and 
they recommended it strongly. 
They had all the arguments ready. 
They said I would feel better about 
myself. That was the overwhelm¬ 
ing advantage. An enormous 
weight on my shoulders was lifted, 
just like that. I work better. I’ve 
found all sorts of good changes. 
That appealed to me, because as an 
actor I always hoped that I was 
making the world a slightly better 
place by keeping people enter¬ 
tained. When I see young people 
coming out at the outset of their 
careers determined to live their 
adult lives on their own terms, and 
they’re honest, I am just full of ad¬ 
miration. And regrets that I didn’t 
have that example to follow my¬ 
self 20 years earlier. Someone was 
telling me about high school kids 
in San Francisco who are lesbian 
and gay complaining about some 
restriction. High school! Well, my 
goodness. Unthinkable in the 
U.K., I’m afraid. 

MK: The Stonewall Group is 
an organization you co-founded in 
1989? 

IM: When I was coming out it 
was over a very nasty little law 
that Mrs. Thatcher was introduc¬ 
ing called Section 28, which I’m 
afraid borrowed wording from the 
U.S., that basically said promoting 
homosexuality was evil. 
Stonewall Group attempts to ad¬ 
dress the general concerns of the 
press and it has been revolutionary 
how the mainstream press treats

‘Richard III’: Bold Is Thy 
Concept and Execution

F ilm and theater directors who tackle 
Shakespeare often find modem treatments 
irresistible. “Concept classics” don’t al¬ 
ways work, be they Shakespeare or Euripi¬ 
des. See Paul Mazursky’s 1982 updating of The 
Tempest, complete with an architect’s mid-life cri¬ 
sis, and memories of misconception linger long 
after the film ends. Lampooning the revisionists 
has even become its own form of comedy — wit¬ 
ness San Francisco’s recent homegrown stage hit 
Medea, the Musical, or reach way back to 1977 for 
Richard Dreyfiiss’ turn as a nellie Richard Ill. 

Sometimes a change can be spectacular — 
Kenneth Branagh’s rousing Henry V used back- 
stage reflections to bookend the cinematized ac¬ 
tion. Kiss Me Kate and West Side Story brought 
Shakespeare into the unexpected universe of the 
American musical. Now director Richard Lon- 
craine rethinks Richard III and places the story in 
a fascist state of 1930s Europe. The move is good 
enough to make you believe in concept Shake¬ 
speare all over again. 

Loncraine and his Richard, Sir Ian McKellen, 
have shortened, tightened and condensed Shake¬ 
speare’s text from Richard Eyre’s stage produc¬ 
tion. Enormous amounts of information are estab¬ 
lished before that winter of our discontent. Tony 
Burroughs’ production design and Shuna Har¬ 
wood’s costumes are an intriguing amalgamation 
of monarchical opulence and militaristic sterility 
that unmistakably echoes Nazi Germany. Shake¬ 
speare’s language amidst 20th century trappings 
renders the story timeless. As Richard ascends the 
throne over so many dead bodies, the tale illumi¬ 
nates human ruination through greed, envy, ambi¬ 
tion and vengeance. 

Loncraine has assembled a high-octane cast. 
Annette Bening gets to put her classical training 
on film, and the results are sublime. She’s never 
less than wonderful to watch. Jim Broadbent, the 
corpulent swine of Bullets Over Broadway, is on 
hand, as are Robert Downey, Jr., Nigel Hawthorne 
{The Madness of King George ), and Dame Maggie 
Smith as Richard’s scornful mother. As Richard’s 
steadfast henchman, James Tyrell has the steady 
gaze and unquestioning devotion found only in the 
most dangerous of killers.

Some of the abridgements are unfortunate; they 
render certain key characters’ motivations and 
sympathies to the periphery. Queen Elizabeth 
(Bening) is here given only moments to grieve the 
loss of her sons, while Shakespeare gave her soar¬ 
ing soliloquies. The embarrassment of riches that 
is Richard HI only makes us wish for more time 
with Bening, Downey, Smith, et. al. 

The pruning appears on behalf of star and co¬ 
screenwriter McKellen, and there can be no argu¬ 
ment of his effectiveness. As the gnarled and embit¬ 
tered power monger, McKellen commands the en¬ 
tire movie and lets us know Richard from the inside 
out. Here is a monster of cataclysm, hell-bent on de¬ 
stroying the world. McKellen’s Richard is all in the 
details — he says “when I am king” and then sucks 
on a cigarette to eroticize his rampant quest for 
power. He plays a lighthearted tune on the phono¬ 
graph while reviewing photos of an execution. 
Lecherous, sneering and audacious, his Richard III 
is a stunning creation of immense skill. ▼

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Asta Nielsen — the First Great International Film Star 


Unlikely Diva

S ome of the most memo¬ 
rable images from films of 
the 1930s are based on the 
idea of strong women who 
resist, even dissolve, gender 
boundaries: Dietrich, dressed in a 
man’s suit, offering a rare lesbian 
kiss in Blonde Venus', Hepburn 
convincing us she’s a boy in 
Sylvia Scarlett; Garbo as a man¬ 
nish ruler, staring into the camera 
at the end of Queen Christina. If 
audiences were not entirely unpre¬ 
pared for such imagery, it was 
probably because of another star 
with a single name who was doing 
the same thing more than two 
decades earlier. This is not mere 
speculation; Garbo herself paid 
the highest tribute to the woman 
who co-starred with her in The 
Joyless Street, saying “she taught 
me everything I know.” 

The spiritual godmother of 
these women was Asta Nielsen, an 
unjustly forgotten Danish silent 
movie actress who is often called 
“the first great international star.” 
Asta, or “Die Asta” — never “Asta 
Nielsen” or “Miss Nielsen” — 
made 74 films between 1910 and 
1932. At first glance she seems an 
unlikely diva. Her enormous dark 
eyes, thin lips, mask-like face, and 
slender, boyish figure contrast 
starkly with prevailing female 
body norms, which tended toward 
the Rubensesque. But Asta, who 
started her own production compa¬ 
ny in 1921, became the model of 


the self-made, self-possessed an¬ 
drogynous artiste. 

Bom in 1881 in Copenhagen, 
she was largely self-invented, 
emerging from a working-class 
background with few prospects 
beyond achieving her mother’s 
wish that she become a shopgirl. 
Her theatrical aspirations dove¬ 
tailed with Denmark’s growing 
women’s liberation movement, 
and as a teenager she entered the 
drama school of the Royal Theater 
of Copenhagen, where she be¬ 
came pregnant. Her decision to 
have her child without being mar¬ 
ried was shocking at the time but 
typical of her tenacity and unshak¬ 
able individualism. In 1902 she 
began acting on the Danish stage, 
and in 1910 made her first film. 
The Abyss (Aufgrunden). 

The Abyss was important in es¬ 
tablishing from the beginning key 
components of her legend: scan¬ 
dalous eroticism and a uniquely 
minimalist acting style. Here Asta 
plays a music teacher lured away 
from her stolid fiancee by a sexy 
but faithless circus cowboy. In a 
startling sequence of sexual inten¬ 
sity, she lassos her boyfriend and 
does a lewd dance, bumping and 
grinding against him. This vulgar 
“gaucho-dance” was what most 
viewers remembered, but critics 
of the time also applauded Asta’s 
naturalistic acting, unknown in a 
silent cinema noted for its wild 
theatrical gesturing and over¬ 
wrought grimacing. In her autobi¬ 
ography, the actress commented 


on this: “I realized that one had to 
detach oneself completely from 
one’s surroundings in order to be 
able to perform an important 
scene in a dramatic film. The op¬ 
portunity to develop character and 
mood gradually, something denied 
the film actor, can only be re¬ 
placed by a kind of ‘auto-sugges¬ 
tion.’” Throughout her career she 
used this trance state at key mo¬ 
ments to force the viewer to re¬ 
spond imaginatively to what was 
happening — an effect that, com¬ 
bined with her mask-like face and 
minimal gestures, gives the 
strange feeling of watching a pre¬ 
sent-day actress who has dropped 
suddenly into silent movies. 

Versatile 

After a handful of Danish films, 
Asta moved to Germany with her 
husband, set designer Urban Gad. 
In the next six years, she played 
every conceivable kind of charac¬ 
ter in tragedies and comedies — 
actresses, unwed mothers, society 
girls, gypsies, even children (at 35 
she played a 12-year-old in one of 
her films). Activist and androgy¬ 
nous roles were regularly reprised. 
In The Militant Suffragette (1913), 
she is an English female libera- 
tionist whose beliefs force her to 
become violent, placing a bomb in 
Parliament. In Zapata’s Band 
(1916) she plays a highway robber. 
In the comedy The ABCs of Love 
(1916), she pretends to be a man 
and takes her wimpy boyfriend out

gay people now. They treat us reg¬ 
ularly, without bias and often 
sympathetically. Stonewall also 
lobbies the government, and there 
we’ve found less success. If 
there’s a change in government, a 
Labor government would be pre¬ 
pared to take on board a lot of our 
demands. 

Stonewall’s big event is the 
Equality Show at Albert Hall, 
which I direct. I love doing it; it 
combines my activism with the¬ 
ater. Albert Hall has enormous sig¬ 
nificance for Londoners and now 
the whole place becomes queer for 
a night! Elton John, Janis Ian, 
Richard Gere, huge stars lend their 
support. It’s a wonderful mix of 
politics and vaudeville. 

MK: The last Equality Show 
included Joanna Lumley and Jen¬ 
nifer Saunders, did it not? 

IM: Certainly did. They were 
fabulous! Absolutely fabulous! 


MK: What are the primary 
differences between gay and les¬ 
bian activism in the U.S. and in 
England? 

IM: One big difference is in or¬ 
ganization. [In England] the West¬ 
minster laws prevail throughout 
the country. Here you have differ¬ 
ent laws in different states. You 
can live in a congenial society like 
the Castro or you can be put in jail 
somewhere else. When you’re try¬ 
ing to change laws in England, 
you just concentrate on London. 
You have the Constitution of 
course, but you can sum up an 
Englishman by saying his “home 
is his castle” or “what you do on 
your turf is your own affair” or 
“it’s alright being gay, but don’t 
frighten the horses,” that sort of 
thing. There’s an understanding 
that what a person does is nobody 
else’s business, unless it affects 
other people, and that I believe is 
the basis of good law. Law comes 
in to protect other people, not to 
impose society’s morality. 

One looks with a certain 


amount of wonder at the advances 
in the United States in the last 26 
years. It’s astonishing. Witness 
those high school kids, the spirit of 
standing up for yourself, which is 
so strong here. It’s less felt in the 
U.K., where we respect govern¬ 
ment and elected officials more 
than you do here. I detect here that 
many people would rather wish 
there was no government at all. Of 
course this country was founded by 
people who left the U.K. because 
they didn’t like what was going on. 
We’re the people who stayed. 

MK: Early impressions of the 
theater? 

IM: I think my fate was sealed 
when I was about eight and went 
with my mother to see her favorite 
performer, Ivor Novella. He was a 
big name in show business, a very 
handsome Welshman. When he 
leaned over the sofa and seduced 
the leading lady with his silk 
dressing gown and a glass of 
champagne, I got an erection up in 
the gallery and I thought ‘That’s 
the life for me!” T

ambition. A methodical, state- 
sanctioned form of murder. The 
parallels between that act and the 
Third Reich are obvious.” 

The Nazi subtext is evident in 
several such brutal scenes, but it is 
ultimately only one of many ele¬ 
ments in this rich, unsettling film. 
Kaspar Hauser also works as a 
political thriller, a tale of class 
decadence a la Visconti, a bil- 
dungsroman, a riches-to-rags 
melodrama, a detective story, and 
even a gay romance. 

The film is based on a still-un¬ 
resolved true-life tale. In 1828, a 
16-year-old youth was found on 
the streets of Nuremberg, unable 
to walk or speak. A note found on 
him advised that if no one could 
be found to care for him, he might 
just be “hanged from the chim¬ 
ney.” Adopted by a professor, 
Kaspar learned to speak and write 
and eventually contributed much 
of the information that became 
part of the legend of Kaspar 
Hauser as a prince — switched at 
birth with a dying child and hid¬ 
den in a castle dungeon. Sehr’s 
version of Kaspar’s life imagina¬ 
tively fleshes out the story — a 
necessity, since the still-extant 
House of Baden has kept all infor¬ 
mation about the case under lock 
and key since the early 1800s. 

The film begins in 1812 with 
Kasper’s birth. In the opening 
scene, the ruthless Countess 
Hochberg (Katharina Thalbach), 
an ambitious relative of the ruling 
family, exchanges the prince with 
one of her servant’s sickly infants 
in order to assure her own sons’ 
place on the throne. The sick child 
dies after being viciously beaten, 
and the true prince — Kaspar 
Hauser — is eventually taken to 
Hungary, where he is chained in a 
dungeon for the next 12 years. 

Meanwhile, the Court intrigues 
escalate, with scenes of poisoning, 
blackmail, illicit sex, and family 
warfare ending with control of 
Baden shifting to Countess 
Hochberg. The lost prince be¬ 
comes an increasingly popular 
topic as rumors of his existence 
leak out. A rival duchy, the House 
of Bavaria, schemes to use him 
against the House of Baden to

on the town in order to “bring out 
the man in him.” 

The actress had trouble with 
censors from the beginning. In 
1912, The Abyss was announced 
for American release as Woman Al¬ 
ways Pays, but it was so badly mu¬ 
tilated by censors disgusted by her 
erotic dancing that the film was 
panned. This scenario would re¬ 
peat itself throughout her career, 
most notably 13 years later with 
the film for which she is best 
known, Pabst’s The Joyless Street. 
In the original prints, Asta, playing 
an impoverished woman who re¬ 
sorts to prostitution and murder, 
was one of two equal-time female 
leads. Ruthlessly cut for American 
release, the film suddenly became 
a Greta Garbo vehicle, with only 
snippets of the woman Garbo said 
“taught me everything I know.” 
Fortunately, the print has been re¬ 
stored and Asta triumphs in the 
role of the increasingly unbalanced 
Marie. 

One of Asta’s most interesting 
productions of the 1920s was 
Hamlet (1921). There was certain¬ 
ly precedent for major stage ac¬ 
tresses playing male roles — 
Eleanora Duse did it often. But 
Asta brings a subtle twist to her 
version by not playing a man, but 
playing a woman disguised as a 
man, adding another level of gen¬ 
der complexity. Hamlet was based 
less on Shakespeare than on a pop¬ 
ular book of the time that said 
Hamlet was actually a girl forcibly 


gain possession of the treasured 
“Baden palatinate.” 

With Kaspar’s rescue — engi¬ 
neered for its own purposes by the 
House of Bavaria — the film 
shifts temporarily from royal 
treacheries to Kaspar’s slow, me¬ 
thodical progress. He goes from 
being able only to mutter “horse, 
horse” after a toy he had in his 
dungeon, to speaking both Ger¬ 
man and English and working as a 
scribe. He continues to have 
seizures but discovers the sexual 
and romantic aspects of his per¬ 
sonality when die refined Lord 
Stanhope, a rich, aging dilettante 
who frequently visits the German 
courts, falls in love with him. Kas¬ 
par’s 12 years in the dungeon ap¬ 
parently encouraged an indiscrim- 
inating sexuality; he responds 
with warmth and gratitude to 
Stanhope’s frequent, lingering 
kisses — much to the horror of his 
tutor. He also becomes a pathetic 
figure of fun as he mimics Stan¬ 
hope’s pompous airs and classism 
and mindlessly marches up and 
down the garden dressed as a fop. 

The film’s pitiless view of 
Kaspar as a sort of helpless repos¬ 
itory of others’ cruelties and ambi¬ 
tions is borne out when he’s dou¬ 
ble-crossed or deserted by one in¬ 
terested party after another. His 
mother abandons him because she 
thinks making contact will result 
in his death. Lord Stanhope — 
who encouraged Kaspar to call 
him “father” — ignores all of 
Kaspar’s desperate “137 letters.” 
The one man working selflessly to 
help him establish his true identi¬ 
ty is murdered. 

While all the actors are good, 
with one exception they are less 
interesting than the dire plot 
machinations and historical sweep 
of the film. Andre Eisermann per¬ 
fectly captures the pathos of the 
title character in a portrayal that 
recalls silent comedians like 
Buster Keaton or Harry Langdon. 
The actor’s movements are dis¬ 
armingly simple and childlike, and 
his sweet, tabula rasa face is an 
ideal map for the conflicted emo¬ 
tions of a young man at once too 
vital and too vulnerable to the hor¬ 
rors of the world around him. T

raised as a boy in order to provide 
an heir to the Danish throne. At 
first the effect is more puzzling 
than effective, but the actress’s 
strategy becomes evident in sexu¬ 
ally charged scenes between 
Asta/Hamlet and Horatio, who ca¬ 
ress and coddle each other in what 
surely appeared to viewers of the 
time as a gay tryst. Asta brilliantly 
imparts the gender-unstable nature 
of the character in these scenes 
with Horatio, and in others with 
Fortinbras, whose encounters with 
Hamlet are also clearly coded as 
gay. The actress’s effortless cre¬ 
ation of these subtle, sympathetic 
homosexual tableaux gives a 
tremendous vitality to this produc¬ 
tion. The fact that the film was 
truly hers — it was the first film 
she made with her own production 
company — shows just how dar¬ 
ing and modem she was. 

Asta retired from the screen 
after making only one talkie, Un- 
mogliche Liebe (1932). Allegedly 
unable to adapt her “silent lan¬ 
guage” to the new medium, she 
returned to stage acting, wrote ar¬ 
ticles on art and politics and a 
two-volume autobiography, and 
became an acclaimed collage 
artist. The woman the poet Apol¬ 
linaire called “the drunkard’s vi¬ 
sion and the lonely man’s dream” 
died in 1972 at age 90. ▼

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Julia Sweeney and Four Dogs Light Up the Stage 


Inscrutable and Delectable

s bad as the movie It’s 

Pat! was is as good as 

Julia Sweeney’s solo 
/ show turns out to be. 
Hosted by the Magic Theater, 
Sweeney’s God Said, ‘Ha!’ is, be¬ 
lieve it or not, a comedy about 
cancer, death and the wondrous 
hell of parents. 

Sweeney, a former regular on 
Saturday Night Live, tells a sad 
tale that is really a heart wrencher, 
but watching it, you don’t quite re¬ 
alize the scope of its sorrows for 
all the laughter generated by 
Sweeney’s down-to-earth, amiable 
storytelling. The core of the story 
is the late diagnosis and relatively 
swift death of her brother Michael. 
Just after leaving SNL to pursue a 
movie career, Sweeney goes 
through, in short order, a divorce, a 
flop film debut, her brother’s ill¬ 
ness, the onslaught of her parents 
(they moved into Sweeney’s small 
LA home for the duration of her 
brother’s illness) and even her own 
diagnosis of cervical cancer. This 
material is hardly the stuff of vari¬ 
ety show sketches, but Sweeney 
spins the tale with enough heart 
and enough distance to keep the 
audience engaged but not weeping 
into their laps.

The brightest sparkle in the 
show, directed by Greg Kachel, 
comes from Sweeney’s imperson¬ 
ations of her parents, Bob and Jeri 
Sweeney from Spokane, Washing¬ 
ton. The nightmare of living with 
your parents after spending half 
your life away from them, not to 
mention the hours of therapy try¬ 
ing to overcome the previous 
parental stint, is evoked to wonder¬ 
ful comic effect. Sweeney good- 
naturedly chides her parents for 
their small-town, old-fashioned 
ways, but ultimately celebrates 
their strength and their commit¬ 
ment to love their five children. 

Strangely impersonal, Sweeney 
never allows the show to become a 
California feelings vomitory, so 
when all is said and done, 
Sweeney herself remains a bit of a 
mystery. A little bit nerd, a little bit 
Pat and several big parts comedi¬ 
enne, Sweeney has crafted a lov¬ 
ing tribute to her brother and a 
sweetly sardonic ode to the in¬ 
scrutable love-hate, push-pull par¬ 
ent-child experience. 

‘Four Dogs and a Bone’ 

Crude comedy and existential 
wonder fill the plays of John 
Patrick Shanley, best known for 
his Academy Award-winning 
screenplay for Moonstruck. 

In Four Dogs and a Bone, 
Shanley’s most recent play now 
receiving its Northern California 
premiere at the Actors Theatre, the 
playwright digs his vengeful 
claws into the movie industry with 
disarmingly funny results. Set on 
a Bronx movie location. Four 


Dogs is, as the title implies, a 
quartet, a chamber piece in which 
the movie’s key players maneuver, 
scheme and backstab to get what 
they want. Because the play is 
based oh an actual incident from 
Shanley’s early movie career in 
which a cunning producer stripped 
the naif of a cool $25,000 that 
should have been part of his 
writer’s contract, Shanley gives 
himself the last laugh. 

Brenda (Paget Brewster), the 
perky and none-too-dim starlet, 
knows well the lies that will get 
her what she wants. Collette 
(Kimberly Richards), a fast-fading 
ingenue, has been around enough 
to know the deceits that will turn 
things her way. Bradley (Tony 
Abou-Ganim), the obnoxious pro¬ 
ducer has one distinguishing char¬ 
acteristic: a surface ulcer “the size 
of a jumbo shrimp” on his rectum. 
Then there’s Victor (Frank Potter), 
the put-upon writer who’s getting 
screwed by everyone. 

Director Louis Parnell extracts 
some rollicking performances from 
his cast — especially from the sexy 


Dennis Quaid-like Potter and the 
comically spot-on Richards — but 
his pacing lacks the punch neces¬ 
sary to keep the craclde in this den 
of iniquity. Still, with Shanley’s 
never-ending barrage of spiteful 
cracks (“What do you know?” the 
producer bellows. “You’re from 
the theater, the outback of enter¬ 
tainment!”) and hit-and-miss jokes, 
the play bobs brightly along for 
nearly two hours. 

Perhaps the wisest thing to 
emerge from all the barking, claw¬ 
ing, whining and marking of terri¬ 
tory that goes on among these 
Four Dogs is an observation by 
the desperate older actress: “No¬ 
body wants to suck anybody’s 
dick just to suck anybody’s dick. 
That’s show business.” And it’s 
like no business we know. T

Royal Shakespeare Co. Does Well by the Bard 

Like a Dream

f the Royal Shakespeare 
' Company intends to take 
America by storm with its 
touring production of A Mid¬ 
summer Night’s Dream, the compa¬ 
ny is off to a good start. This show 
is a joy, and what few problems 
there are can easily be overlooked. 

A Midsummer Night’s Dream is 
one of Shakespeare’s most acces¬ 
sible plays. It is full of jokes and 
physical turns. The dilemmas are 
easy to understand, and it’s really 
hard to mess it up for an audience. 

Theseus, the Duke of Athens, 
and Hippolyta, Queen of the Ama¬ 
zon?, intend to marry. At the same 
time, Hermia and Lysander want 
to wed, but Hermia’s father wants 
her to marry Demetrius, whose 
former girlfriend Helena would 
rather that he betroth her. Given 
the option of marriage to 
Demetrius or the life of a nun, 
Hermia opts to elope with 
Lysander. The next night they 
sneak out into the woods, 
Demetrius and Helena hot on their 
trail. As our literature of fairy tales 
and horror stories tells us, any¬ 
thing can happen in the woods. 
There, Oberon and Titania, king 
and queen of the fairies, are feud¬ 
ing. And there, too, are six Athen¬ 
ian workmen rehearsing the love 
tragedy of Pyramus and Thisby, to 
be performed for Theseus’ wed¬ 


ding celebration. Add to the mix 
the mischievous Puck, servant to 
Oberon, and a magic love potion, 
and you have the ingredients for 
humorous mayhem. How does it 
all work out? As Lysander says 
early in the play, “the course of 
true love never did run smooth.” 

Under Adrian Noble’s direc¬ 
tion this Dream is a colorful, light¬ 
hearted romp through a dream- 
scape of love and the human soul. 
Like love, it is all bright colors — 
from Chris Parry’s lighting to An¬ 
thony Ward’s bold costumes to the 
giant umbrellas that descend from 
the rafters. It is a world of emotion 
guided by desire and tempered by 
sensibility. 

Aside from the four young 
lovers, every other character plays 
more than one part. The Athenian 
workmen become the fairies in 
their co-worker Bottom’s dream, 
and Theseus and Hippolyta be¬ 
come the fairy king and queen in 
their own dream, as well as every¬ 
one else’s. Nearly all of the char¬ 
acters are dreaming, and in this 
production they do so in unison, 
resulting in one magical reverie 
for the entire audience. 

The production, though a bit 
too Shakespearean at times (the 
language becomes the focus rather 
than the action), is delightful. 
High points include the fiercest 
and most physical Hermia imagin¬ 
able. She has always been the 


feisty one of the four lovers, and 
Monica Dolan is unafraid to play 
her as one rough and hot-tempered 
young woman. 

And then there’s Nick Bottom, 
one of Shakespeare’s great comic 
characters, played to perfection by 
Desmond Barrit. Not only is he a 
shameless ham, but as a performer 
he brings out the best in his fellow 
actors. There were times when the 
play seemed to languish slightly 
without him. 

The weak links are Lindsay 
Duncan as Titania, the Fairy 
Queen, and Barry Lynch’s Puck. 
The sensual Duncan plays Titania 
and Hippolyta as if she were suf¬ 
fering from constant indigestion. 
In Noble’s concept. Puck is like a 
disgruntled teen, eager to be a part 
of a counterculture but trapped by 
his role as servant to the Fairy 
King. Many of his speeches come 
across as just so many words re¬ 
cited from memory. 

These quibbles aside, this show 
pleases enormously. It’s fun to 
watch the lovers tangle and wran¬ 
gle their way through their prob¬ 
lems, and with a Bottom as great 
as Barritt’s, the minor inconve¬ 
niences are easily disregarded. ▼

Sara Felder's The Lady Upstairs 

Fissionable Material

n one level, Sara Felder’s 
The Lady Upstairs is the 
sweet, funny tale of Selma 
Kaminsky (Laurie Din¬ 
gier), a reclusive nuclear physicist, 
and Roberta Rosevelt (Trish 
Adair), avowed bisexual and polit¬ 
ical activist — two Jewish women 
who unexpectedly meet and find 
themselves attracted to one anoth¬ 
er. Threaded through the story of 
how Selma met Roberta are big 
themes — the history of the mak¬ 
ing of the atomic bomb against the 
backdrop of the Holocaust, World 
War II, nascent Cold War politics, 
Jewish and lesbian identity, and is¬ 
sues of scientific ethics and re¬ 
sponsibility. All this in a one-act 
75-minute production with three 
actors who between them play 
eleven characters. 

The play opens as Austrian sci¬ 
entist Lise Meitner (Dingier) ar¬ 
rives at the world-changing reve¬ 
lation of atomic fission, on the eve 
of Hitler’s ascendancy in Europe. 
Several characters are introduced 
in quick succession: Meitner’s 
nephew and fellow scientist Otto 
Frisch; Hungarian physicist Leo 
Szilard; and a textbook sinister 
Nazi (and later Winston Churchill 
and Franklin D. Roosevelt — all 


played by the versatile Colin 
Thomson); Danish scientist Niels 
Bohr; and Kitty, the left-leaning 
wife of Manhattan Project master¬ 
mind J. Robert Oppenheimer 
(both Dingier). These figures ap¬ 
pear first as ghostly protagonists 
in Selma’s running internal dia¬ 
logue with history, then as “real” 
characters with whom the fiery 
Roberta also engages. 

That’s a lot to pack into the 
play’s small frame and its single 
set, a nicely realized book-lined 
apartment. At times the temporal 
shifts that move the play back and 
forth from 1930s Europe to 40s 
America to present-day San Fran¬ 
cisco are dizzying. Fortunately, the 
abundant humor in Felder’s clever 
script provides needed breathing 
spaces. Roberta’s vivid description 
of a tense day at her job at the 
DMV is a brilliant quotidian 
metaphor for chain-reaction; when 
Selma attempts to illustrate atomic 
theory with the example of a failed 
lesbian relationship, cool rationali¬ 
ty disappears as she grows increas¬ 
ingly impassioned and revealing. 

Thrown together by fate, or 
perhaps by “the Lady Upstairs” (a 
euphemism for the Divine), Selma 
and Roberta discuss everything 
from the history of the Jews to the 
uneasy marriage of science and 


politics. Their awkward courtship 
is witnessed by a bemused Szilard 
and interrupted by the various 
players in the series of events that 
led to the creation — and deploy¬ 
ment — of the A-bomb. Roberta 
opens Selma’s eyes to scientists’ 
dissociation from the immoral 
uses to which their intellectual 
brilliance is put. Selma, in turn, 
educates Roberta about the contri¬ 
butions of little-known women 
scientists and the heroism of Euro¬ 
pean scientists, many of whom 
were themselves Jews who barely 
escaped the Nazi’s “Final Solu¬ 
tion.” While they start out on op¬ 
posite sides of an ideological 
fence, by play’s end the two 
women are making a principled, if 
unsuccessful, stand together — 
and falling for each other. 

In her debut play, Sara Felder, 
better known as a performance 
artist and juggler, attempts to keep 
several balls in the air at once. The 
Lady Upstairs asks us to take a 
leap of faith, but the rewards are 
many. ▼

Old Bag 
Breaks Apart 
in Dead ‘Sea’ 

I n The Old Lady Who Walked in the Sea , Jeanne More¬ 
au reprises a character familiar from last year’s The 
Summer House: the obscenity-spewing, relentlessly 
unconventional harridan who spends her time prancing 
fully dressed through the ocean, bragging about her crimi¬ 
nal achievements and raging against what she calls her 
“stink of death and oncoming age!” Here she plays Lady 
M., the prime mover of a trio of high-society thieves com¬ 
pleted by urbane old letch Pompilius (Michel Serrault) and 
young ultra-hunk Lambert (Luc Thuiller). In spite of the 
endless, scorching dish — Lady M. and Pompilius exchange 
pet names like “pus-filled raven” and “droopy dick” — this 
film is ultimately conventional in its portrayal of Lady M.’s 
unrequited lust for Lambert. Unlike decrepit male actors 
like Sean Connery who are regularly paired romantically 
with far younger actresses, Moreau spends most of the film 
anguishing over her dwindling sex appeal, and her self-de¬ 
scribed “sinner whose ass has been plucked 100,000 times” 
is forced to remain “unplucked.”

The Dark Side of Christian 
History by Helen Ellerbe;

; iven the current behavior 
of people calling them¬ 
selves Christians, I would 
be hard pressed to come 
up with even one example of the 
light side of that cult. If you are 
occasionally in a position to argue 
with a Christian cultist and lack 
specifics about the early horrors of 
the sect, I can recommend Helen 
Ellerbe’s The Dark Side of Christ¬ 
ian History. 

Ellerbe does a serviceable job 
of tracing the political events that 
led to certain dogmatic choices re¬ 
garding the individual’s responsi¬ 



bility to the ruling classes. She says 
that “Christianity appealed to the 
government, not as a religion that 
would encourage enlightenment or 
spirituality, but rather as one that 
would bring order and conformity 
to the faltering empire.”

Iced! by Judith Alguire;

approached Judith Alguire’s 

■ latest novel. Iced!, with more 
than a little trepidation. I read 
and enjoyed her earlier novel. 
All Out, but Iced! is about ice 
hockey, a sport in which I’ve never 
been interested. Until now, that is. 
Alguire’s novel about a mythical 
Women’s Professional Hockey 
League is a fascinating look at the 
sport, and the women who love to 
play it. Alguire is kind enough to 
provide a brief introduction in 
which she defines terms and offers 
a brief description of the rules. The 
result is a remarkably exciting 
novel in which the politics of team 
owners clash with the players’ 
genuine love of the game. The plot 
concerns the first year of a newly 
formed Women’s Hockey League. 
The action follows the Toronto 
Teddies and their coach, Alison 
Gutherie. Alison’s love of the sport 
is matched only by her insistence 
that the game be taken seriously by 
the team owners, who want to sell 
the sexiness of the players rather 
than their skill on the ice. 

The characters — players, 
coaches, owners, and fans — are 
compelling, and the games are a 
real pleasure to experience. I partic¬ 
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ularly liked Alguire’s introduction 
of a young friend of Alison’s, 
whose excitement at the elevation 
of the players to a professional level 
is as touching as it is painful. I say 
painful because, of course, there are 
no professional women’s hockey 
leagues (or baseball or football or 
basketball for that matter) for 
young women to see and admire. 
When I was a kid, I lived in a neigh¬ 
borhood with not enough boys to 
make a decent pair of teams, so the 
girls were not only allowed, but en¬ 
couraged to play. But we girls never 
had the dream of a professional fu¬ 
ture in sports, and when enough 
boys moved into the neighborhood, 
we moved on to girl stuff.

’ve had the good fortune to 
see Michael Kearns perform 
some of his extraordinary 
AIDS monologues over the 
past few years. My sense when I 
saw intimacies, and ROCK was 


that the language was rich and 
redolent of the intricacies of 
human character and human emo¬ 
tion; I wondered whether Kearns 
would ever publish the mono¬ 
logues, so other actors could per¬ 
form them and the rest of us could 
read them. I am delighted to re¬ 
port that Kearns has published all 
of his AIDS monologues, and the 
result is as powerful and moving a 
reading experience as I have had 
in a long time. 

What makes Kearns different 
from so many other writers of 
monologues is that he under¬ 
stands each monologue must be a 
compact, but nevertheless com¬ 
plete three-act play. His writing 
goes deep into the soul and the 
heart of his characters. I am espe¬ 
cially impressed with his willing¬ 
ness to expand his writing and 
performance horizons beyond the 
obviously biographical. Kearns is 
a gay white man, and so are some 
of his characters, but not all of 
them. He creates believable 
women and people of color and 
all manner of characters who are 
in some or many ways different 
from himself. The result is electri¬ 
fying. 

Kearns has been out, both 
about being gay and HIV-positive 
for several years, and his take on 
the closeted is particularly point¬ 
ed. In “Patrick,” a monologue 
from intimacies, Patrick insists 
that he and his lover are out — 
“Except to our parents. And at 
work .... We don’t need to march 
in gay pride parades or any of that 
bullshit. We make a yearly dona¬ 
tion — $50 — each to an AIDS 
Project. Anonymously. Our 
lifestyle is really our own busi¬ 
ness.” Kearns captures the smug¬ 
ness, but he finds the humanity as 
well. 

T-Cells & Sympathy is a gift 
to anyone who reads. The pieces 
are robust, alive, vibrant with the 
small and large moments that fill 
our lives. I can’t remember when 
I’ve been as moved, or as heart¬ 
ened by something I’ve read. 
And yes, that was me on the bus, 
tears streaming down my face as 
I read Jesse’s declaration: “This 
here dyke don’t hate men. I hate 
dick.” ▼

The very clunkiness of their uni¬ 
versity-style writing serves to 
tamp down any emotions excited 
by such a hot potato. And their 
even-handed refusal to favor one 
aspect of the case over another 
means that readers get to ask their 
own questions and draw their own 
conclusions from the assembled 
evidence. 

A story as volatile and complex 
as this one never achieves inter¬ 
pretive stasis, anyway. And that, 
of course, is the fun. In the words 
of Gertrude Stein, “Anybody can 
be interested in a story of a crime 
because no matter how often the 
witnesses tell the same story the 
insistence is different.” For wit¬ 
nesses read media and you realize 
we haven’t seen the last of these 
two archetypes-in-spite-of-them- 
selves. 

Parker and Hulme are as essen¬ 
tial to our understanding of our¬ 
selves as their French analogues, 
the Papin Sisters (who got infi¬ 
nitely better celluloid treatment in 
Nancy Meckler’s Sister My Sis¬ 
ter). Both of these much-maligned 
couples had a socially-conscious 
ax to grind, of which transgressive 
lesbianism was a key ingredient. 
Glazumina and Laurie don’t come 
right out and say it, but iesbopho- 
bia is ultimately what killed Hon- 
ora Parker. As a working-class 
woman, she was the chief uphold¬ 
er of a small-minded, self-con¬ 
sciously repressive provincialism 
that her daughter had found a way 
out of. To the extent that Honora 
symbolized a return to a less-ex¬ 
pansive cosmology, she had to die. 
This is the stuff of tragedy, but the 
story has yet to be told in tragic 
terms. ▼ 


judge. They may be meant to be 
cautionary, too, but I really want¬ 
ed to study the faces of the mur¬ 
derers, especially after having 
stared at their cinematic counter¬ 
parts. 

There is no mention of the 
women’s lives after their release 
from prison, except that they 
never met again. Scotland’s popu¬ 
lar mystery writer, Anne Perry, 
was discovered to have been nee 
Juliet Hulme, after the film’s re¬ 
lease, but is not discussed in the 
book.

stone conviction that 
Parker and Hulme de¬ 
serve a fairer hearing 
than they’ve so far got¬ 
ten in the courts or the 
media, or on the 
screen. 

The result is a 
mixed bag. Glazumi¬ 
na and Laurie seem 
to treat their readers 
like a jury they’re 
loath to sway. The 
facts of the case are 
here, but what facts 
there are do little to 
explain the dynam¬ 
ics of the situation 
climaxing in mur¬ 
der. What’s miss¬ 
ing is an overar¬ 
ching analysis of 
those same facts. Instead, too 
many pages are filled with quota¬ 
tions culled from books in which 
experts — feminists, psycholo¬ 
gists, criminologists, etc. — hash 
out issues raised by the case. 
These collected opinions consti¬ 
tute a generalized discussion 
which the authors only tentatively 
apply to the specifics of the case. 

Certain frustrating omissions 
were made in the name of consci¬ 
entiousness. The only pho¬ 
tographs of Parker and Hulme are 
dimly gray, retouched shots as 
they appeared in the tabloids. (The 
New Zealand edition had a close- 
up of their faces on the cover; the 
U.S. cover features a full-color 
shot of some woods, which may or 
may not be the murder site.) The 
Hulmes are shown, but not Park¬ 
er’s parents — the victim remains 
entirely invisible — but there are

Parker & Hulme: A Lesbian View 
by Julie Glamuzina and Alison 
J. Laurie; Firebrand Books, 
$12.95

P arker & Hulme: A Les¬ 
bian View is must reading 
for anyone who saw the 
1994 homicidal lesbian 
flick Heavenly Creatures and 
would like to look at the bigger 
picture. Setting the record queer. 
Firebrand Books has published the 
U.S. edition of New Zealanders 
Julie Glamuzina and Alison J. 
Laurie’s 1991 sourcebook, with an 
insightful new introduction by B. 
Ruby Rich. 

On June 22, 1954, Pauline 
Parker, 16, and Juliet Hulme, 15, 
killed Pauline’s mother, Honora, 
with a brick. The murder was a big 
deal in Christchurch, where it hap¬ 
pened, and all over the rest of New 
Zealand — a sort of Lizzie Borden 
meets Leopold and Loeb, with a 
teenage twist. Press coverage of 
the event and subsequent trial was 
international, with particular inter¬ 
est in England — both because the 


Hulmes were English, and be¬ 
cause of the master/slave relation¬ 
ship between the Crown and its 
colony. 

To say that knee-jerk journal¬ 
ism’s stereotype-mongering 
turned a very intimate, unique oc¬ 
currence into a cautionary tale ir¬ 
revocably linking lesbianism with 
matricide might be an overstate¬ 
ment. But it would be disingenu¬ 
ous to suppose that such a sensa¬ 
tionalized story, erupting in the 
hermetic silence surrounding les¬ 
bians, would not have a profound 
impact on any woman who felt 
“that way” — or fantasized about 
beaning Mum. 

The book proposes to start the 
process of unraveling the damage 
done by 40 years of compounded 
misrepresentations by the media. 
There are, of course, disappoint¬ 
ments built-in to any politically- 
corrective enterprise, and Parker 
& Hulme is no exception. Careful¬ 
ly constructing their cautionary 
tale about a cautionary tale, the 
book’s feminist authors bend over 
backwards to contextualize the
